( Vir of the most important elements in any 
marriage is simply that husbands and wives 
he good friends. Yet, there is a prevalent notion 
that married couples can be anything else but.

Snow rounded ‘ 
high on the roof... . icicles gleaming at the eaves. But

Prune grapes in spring, not fall 


Should you prune your grapes this fall, during the 
winter, or next spring? Wait until spring, advises the 
New York State Experiment Station. 

Tests show that when Concord grapes are pruned on 
one side in the fall or winter, and on the other side in 
spring, the spring-pruned side produces more fruit. 
Spring-pruned sides also show less winter injury. 

If pruning is left until spring, when air temperatures 
are above freezing, there seems to be less damage to the 
brittle wood. 


Rose reference garden 


The American Rose Society has established a “refer- 
ence garden” of old-fashioned roses in Medina, Ohio. 

Correctly identified, these fine old roses make it 
possible for rose growers to identify old rose varieties 
whose names have been lost. The garden contains 
varieties which go back several centuries in rose his- 
tory, so it presents a living history of rose culture. 

Recently, budwood from the famous Tenner Col- 
lection of hybrid perpetuals was used to establish a 
correctly labeled collection of these fine roses.

Plants “reject” radioactive carbon 


Plants absorb ordinary carbon more readily than they 
do radioactive forms, according to tests at the Ar- 
gonne National Laboratory. 

This contradicts the sensational claims now being 
made for some fertilizers. The impression is given that 
these fertilizers are ‘‘radioactive,’’ which they are not. 

To date, except as a tool for discovering how plants 
grow, radioactivity has been of no value in improving 
our results with plants. 


Notes from Belgian Congo 


Entomologists in the Belgian Congo have found a way 
to make DDT last longer on the walls of native huts. 
They first spray with a solution of phosphate. 

The walls of native huts are made with soils con- 
taining ferric iron and aluminum, which quickly break 
down DDT. By spraying with phosphates, the iron and 
aluminum are neutralized. This makes the DDT last 
longer, and suggests the possibility that soils made 
toxic to plants by heavy DDT spraying can be made 
safe by applications of iron sulfate.

Plant diseases “breed.” too 


Plant scientists who develop disease-resistant varieties 
sometimes have trouble keeping ahead of the diseases. 
The diseases breed, too! 

New races of plant diseases are constantly evolving 
from the old, enabling the fungi to attack plants pre- 
viously resistant to them 

Latest casualty seems to be Martha Washington as- 
paragus. One of the first plants bred specifically to re- 
sist a disease, it has been grown in rust-infected areas 
for generations. 

During the past year or two, however, apparently a 
more virulent strain of this rust has succeeded in in- 
fecting Martha Washington asparagus. 

But some plant scientists doubt that a super-race of 
fungi has developed. They feel that failure to maintain 
resistance of the Martha Washington strain has been 
responsible for its susceptibility. 


Husk corn to keep fresh 


Soil

the husks as soon as possible. Store in a polyethylene 
bag.

Best storage temperature is about 42 degrees. Don’t 
store longer than absolutely necessary before using. 


conditioners semipermanent 


How long will the new chemical soil conditioners stand 
up? Soils vary so widely that an exact answer to that 
question is probably impossible. 

In my own tests, a heavy clay soil returned to its 
original stubborn self after 14 to 15 cultivations. A 
medium-heavy clay, in fair tilth, held up longer. {t re- 
turned to its original state after 27 cultivations. 

This means that in ordinary garden practice with 
regular cultivations, effects of chemical soil condi- 
tioners would probably be entirely gone within five 
years. 


Trees survive deep-covered roots 


There is an old superstition that all trees will die if 


their roots are covered deeply during grading. 


Fortunately, this is not always true. A number of 


species can survive even when their roots are buried 
under many feet of sand. While checking trees in the 
world-famous Dunes area in Indiana, I found that lin- 
dens and cottonwoods will often live if the sand leaves 
only 5 to 10 feet exposed of a 60-foot tree! These trees 
seem to throw out new roots above the old. 

Oaks and chestnuts die with less than 5 feet of sand 
over the roots, equivalent to a few inches of clay. Pines 
usually survive, although they do not develop new 
roots to replace the old. Apparently, their strong tap- 
roots are able to function at great depths. 

In some cases, southern live oaks and magnolias also 
are able to live after their roots are covered. They, it 
seems, put out new roots from covered branches. 
valuable trees can 
often be saved by covering the roots with a sand fill in- 
stead of the usual subsoil clay. The sand will allow a 
more nearly normal exchange of gases, which the roots 
A gravel fill would also be good.

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Even so prominent a person as former Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins spoke out not long ago. Shortly 
after her retirement from the United States Civil Service 
Commission, the Washington Daily News quoted her as 
suggesting that ‘‘remedial training” in basic skills be set 
up in government agencies. 

Though the employees have taken government exami- 
nations, Madame Perkins was reported as saying she 
thinks they are defective in reading, writing, spelling, 
knowledge of the alphabet, and arithmetic. She believes 
the fault lies not so much in intelligence, but in the edu- 
cational system from whence they have come. 

On a plane trip last spring, I mentioned this subject to 
the man sitting beside me. He had been a professor at a 
big Midwestern university. “It’s terrible!’ he exploded. 
“I had young people in my classes who couldn’t organize 
their work, didn’t know how to study, couldn’t spell.” 


Industry’s opinion 


In a bulletin issued last May, the Commerce and In- 
dustry Association of New York reported on a survey it 
had made to learn what changes in high-school teaching 
and guidance would better qualify students to take their 
places in commerce, industry, and the professions. 

A total of 288 firms representing 15 different industries 
gave their opinions, based on observation during the past

Of the seven fundamentals listed, 
in only two--reading and good 
citizenship-—did a majority of the 
employers feel high-school recruits 
had adequate training. 

But these members of industry, 
commerce, and the professions 
voted by impressive margins that 
“willing to 
work,” and are not difficult to 
handle. ‘They did say, however, 
that beginners expect too high a 
starting salary, expect too-rapid 
promotion, and are not imbued 
with a sense of responsibility. 

In answer to the question, ‘‘What 
are the high schools not doing at 
present that you, as an employer, 
would wish them to do?” the com- 
panies many thoughtful 
comments. Here are those that ap- 
ply to this controversy:

> There is need for more thorough 
training in the fundamental sub- 
reading, writing, spelling, 
grammar, and arithmetic.

Business schools deplore 
spelling 

Business schools. too, are com- 
plaining of the marked inability to 
spell of young people who come to 
them from high schools. Several re- 
port this weakness has been much 
more noticeable in the last 5 to 10 
years than it ever was before. 

Many business schools include a 
course in spelling and word com- 
prehension in order to improve 
spelling ability. A staff member of 
one business school gave as her 
opinion that this spelling problem 
is due to the modern methods of 
teaching reading, where the stu-

dents learn to recognize words as a 
whole instead of by phonetics and 
spelling them out. 

Librarians and business people 
comment that many youngsters 
have difficulty finding and replac- 
ing file papers and index cards, be- 
cause they are not sufficiently fa- 
miliar with the alphabet. 


Our own investigation 


What is the answer to all this 
criticism? The people quoted are 
not opposed to schools. They don’t 
particularly care how subjects are 
taught—just that they are learned. 

lo find out whether there is any 
clear-cut solution, I talked with 
college professors, college guidance 
counselors, armed-services repre- 
sentatives, and persons in charge of 
personnel in various industries. 

What was their verdict? Only a 
few gave unqualified approval of 
the job the schools are doing, but 
only a few made an out-and-out 
indictment of present-day teaching 
Rather, their criticisms 
tended to place emphasis on the 
attitudes of the students them- 
selves and those of their parents. 

One of the persons interviewed 
was Mr. P. F. Gorby, in charge of 
centralized personnel activities in- 
cluding employment at Marshall 
Field & Company of Chicago. He 
also teaches Retail Store Manage- 
ment and Personnel Administra- 
tion at Northwestern University. 
He told me: 

“One thing lacking seems to be 
an intense interest in the job. Ap- 
parently, this stems from the school 
which em- 
‘follow your own inter- 
ests. I am becoming more and 
more convinced that the capacity 
to do the things that do not inter- 
est you is a very important tool in 
life. The inability to do things 
which do not intrigue them seems to 
throw a lot of people. 

‘“Today’s business person finds 
much more required of him in 
reading in his field, and finds in- 
creasing need to express himself in- 
telligently and spell correctly. 

“In the field of computation, the 
ability to add, subtract, and multi- 
ply is called for in greater and 
greater degree every day. 

‘In essence, the schools still do a 
reasonable job on the 3 R’s: it’s the 
demand for increased proficiency 
which is widening the gap.”

Are the schools neglecting the 3 R’s? 


college graduates. I have had ap- 
plicants with magna cum laude hon- 
ors from college who were still not 
able to spell 

“T believe the main cause is our 
so-called progressive education. I 
think the colleges feel that teaching 
spelling is beneath them, so they 
make no attempt to improve poor 
spellers. On the lower-education 
levels, there is no drill or memory 
work on it; these boys and girls 
have not been taught that spelling 
is important 

““We turned down five or six col- 
lege graduates last year because 
their applications contained so 
many spelling errors.” 

So far as arithmetic is concerned, 
Miss Fergus could not say she had 
noticed any specific change in abil- 
ity in that regard. However, she 
commented that there are very fev 
applicants who come in looking for 
jobs dealing with figures. It is Miss 
Fergus’ opinion that there may be 
some latent mathematical ability 
which is not being brought out by 
the schools. 

Then Miss Fergus touched on 
what seems to be a fairly common 
complaint among employers: 

‘“They come to our doors without 
a real sense of responsibility, but I 
feel this is the fault of the family 
and is not the job of the schools 
Parents let youngsters stay home 
from school on any pretense. They 
fail to teach the child responsibility 
to the job at hand, which at that 
time is regular and punctual at- 
tendance at school and learning 
what is being taught there.” 


Need writing training 
Mr. A. C. Siebers directs the 
counseling of students at Mar- 
quette University in Milwaukee. 
He agrees that a large number of 
students now in college have inef- 
fective reading habits. 

He says, however, that a reason 
for this deficiency is the difference 
of approach of teachers in high 
school, where the emphasis is on 
discussion and projects, and the col- 
lege method of professorial lecture 
and reading assignment. 

“To counteract the high-school 
emphasis on oral expression, I be- 
lieve that in the last year of high 
school a review course in written 
expression, letter and theme writ- 
ing would be good—especially for 
people capable of absorbing that 
training. We have young people 
coming to our college here who 
have never written a serious paper. 

‘Also, it is my feeling that most 
parents do not provide an atmos- 
phere at home conducive to schol- 
arship. Teachers pattern their 
courses accordingly. They don’t 
assign work which requires activity 
outside of school. As a result, when 
someone comes to college with that 
background, he is ill-prepared for 
college study, where two-thirds of 
his learning will be done outside 
the classroom.”

fore remedial reading in college 
learned to read well? Mr. Siebers 
replied that quite a few were not 
identified in grade school as being 
ineffective readers; they were intel- 
ligent enough and could speak well 
enough to camouflage their lack of 
reading skill. They memorized 
what the teachers said, and repro- 
duced this information. 

“But,”’ Mr. Siebers said, ‘‘if they 
can’t read by eighth grade, they’re 
not going to learn in high school. 

“In a college reading course, we 
work to develop a college-level vo- 
cabulary. Frequently, we have to 
start as far back as the sixth- or 
seventh-grade level and build from 
there. 

“Also, emphasis is placed on 
paragraph comprehension, better 
individual-word recognition, the 
scanning technique- of reading 
quickly to grasp the central idea. 
And we teach them to do all these 
things faster.” 


Mathematics and social 
studies approved 

“So far as mathematics is con- 
cerned,” Mr. Siebers told me, ‘“‘we 
find just as many competent people 
as we ever did. In fact, they’re bet- 
ter grounded than their parents, 
unless they are completely unfitted 
for mathematics.” 

As we ended our discussion, this 
guidance counselor emphasized: 
“One big factor people must take 
into consideration is that there are 
many students in high school today 
who would have flunked out in 
years past. People who used to go 
off to work after eighth grade are 
now staying in high school. 

“What has been added to the 
curriculum in recent years has a 
place. Whether we have arrived at 
a proper proportion, I do not know. 
But I do believe that the efforts 
which have been made to ‘social- 
ize’ the child are good. I don’t 
have to go very far to see that the 
grade-school pupil of today is a far 
different person than the grade- 
school child of my day. We were a 
bunch of unsocial animals then.” 


Remedial classes indicate 

progress 

Is the recent great increase in 
remedial reading classes evidence 
that the schools are not doing a 
good job of teaching reading? Not 
according to Dr. John P. Treacy, 
head of the Department of Educa- 
tion at Marquette University. In- 
stead, the remedial classes are proof 
that the schools are trying to help 
more students than did schools a 
generation or more ago. He point- 
ed out: 

‘“Today, there is more attention 
given to the reasons why pupils are 
not succeeding. If the reason is one 
that can be remedied, there is a 
disposition on the part of the school 
to give whatever help is needed, in- 
stead of simply failing or dropping 
the student—as would have been

or ages the traditional method of pro- 


tecting savings or wealth has been to buy 
and hoard precious metals and jewels, or 
to buy and protect land. 

With gold trade limited, and with some 
jewel markets effectively controlled by pro- 
ducers or threatened by artificial stones, 
the best remaining hedge is land. Real 
estate is the underlying factor in many in- 
vestment forms: stocks, bonds, debentures, 
and even insurance policies. 

But the best land investments for protec- 
tive purposes are those that can be made 
directly. They include your home and in- 
come real estate. 

Inflation is the traditional enemy of 
monetary savings, and in the past 13 years 
it has destroyed nearly half of the purchas- 
ing power of our dollars. Lf this economic 
trend were to continue at the same rate un- 
til 1990, we would need $1,000 to buy the 
same goods for which we paid $100 in 1939. 

The year 1990 seems a long time off, but 
for thousands of young Americans that year 
will be just around the corner from retire- 
ment age. Those of us who are around in 
1990 probably will be depending upon our 
savings, pensions, and investinents 

Whether retirement is 20 or 40 years 
away, the picture of inflation is somber 
enough to make all of us look for some means 
of protecting our savings with what econo- 
mists calla “hedge.”’ This inflation hedge is 
a protective investment which will retain 
its comparative value despite changes in 
national and world economic conditions. 

Homeownership is the protective invest- 
ment that provides the broadest possible 





use. It serves the basic human need of shel- 
ter; it is a means of accumulating savings; 
it is a bulwark against emergency, and it is 
a “hedge” investment. 

The purchase of a home on time pay- 
ments is an excellent method of accumu- 
lating savings. With each month, savings 
increase and add to your future protection. 
Renters have ease of movement, but after 
10 years or 60 years they have only rent re- 
ceipts to show for their money. You can 
even use your home as a means of raising 
funds by renting it, or by using it as col- 
lateral for a loan. 


An officer in a large corporation says: 

“fam the kind of a person who spends 
almost to the limit of his income. Many 
years ago I paid $100 down on a modest 
home. More than once during the pay- 
ment period, | was faced with an emer- 
gency that would have caused me great 
hardship had I not been able to extend or 
increase my mortgage. | am convinced that 
had [ not undertaken the purchase of this 
home, the money I did save would have 
been gone with the rest.” 

A home is a wonderful inflation hedge. 
You know that a dollar of today doesn’t 
buy as much as a dollar of 10 years ago. 
Had you purchased your home 10 years 
ago for $4,000, you probably could sell it 
today for $10,000. It is not that the in- 
trinsic value of the house has changed; it is 
simply that our money became worth less 
as the government fed more money into our 
country’s financial system. 

Another way of demonstrating the same 
thing is: If the value of your home was 
equivalent to the value of 12,000 pounds of 
butter when you purchased it, the house 
probably still is worth 12,000 pounds of

Can you make money in real estate? 


the price of butter has more than 
doubled. Your house would sell for 
more dollars, but the dollars would 
buy less. The same thing would 
work in reverse if there should be 
deflation 

A home will take care of chang- 
ing family needs. Many young peo- 
ple started out with a small two- 
bedroom bungalow. As the family 
increased and financial position 
improved, they moved into a larger 
home. That first home usually pro- 
vided a substantial part or all of the 
down payment on the new home. 


*World’s best buy” 


That is the way thousands of 


young American couples are get- 
ting in on what some investment 
men think is the “‘world’s best buy” 
—a home in the United States. 

Mortgages also can be considered 
as investments in real estate. In 
general, they provide only interest 
as a return upon the investment, 
but the property involved is secu- 
rity. If the property owner fails to 
pay, the property may be acquired 
through foreclosure and then rent- 
ed or sold 

Mortgages have proved a very 
profitable investment over the 
years, and large insurance com- 
panics invest huge amounts in first 
mortgages. The mortgage holder 
not only has the house, farm, apart- 
ment, store, or other piece of prop- 
erty as security for the money 
loaned, but there also is a personal 
note signed by the owner of the 
property 

Mortgages can be purchased 
from many banks, or from mort- 
gage or real-estate companies. For 
a small charge, the firm will see 
that the taxes are paid; make cer- 
tain of insurance renewal; collect 
payments and forward them. 

There are two methods of recov- 
ering the investment if the property 
owner fails to pay. He can be sued 
on the personal note, or the mort- 
gage may be foreclosed. If the 
property is secured through fore- 
closure action, it can be sold to re- 
capture the money. Such a sale 
might bring a profit. 

In addition to first mortgages, 
there are second mortgages, but 
they are hazardous. Although the 
interest rate is higher, the responsi- 
bilities are greater. If the property 
owner fails to pay off the first mort- 
gage, the holder of the second mort- 
gage must pay it or lose his invest- 
ment. Second mortgages are best 
left to the experienced real-estate 
investor. 


How to choose your 
investment 


The “rule of thumb” for the 
amount you can afford to pay for 
your home is: ‘Two and one-half 
to three and one-haif times your an- 
nual income.’ With present high 
income taxes, the safer rule is to 
stay nearer two and one-half times 
your annual income. This rule also 
is advisable if you have a large fam-

ily or other heavy, long-term ex- 
penses. The monthly payment of 
principal, interest, real-estate tax- 
es, and insurance should be a little 
less than your weekly income. 

If you are in the higher-income 
brackets, your payment should be 
substantially less than your weekly 
income. 

In making the down payment, 
take a banker’s advice: 

“Don’t put all your money or 
savings into the minimum down 
payment. Keep several hundred 
dollars in the savings account for 
emergencies.” 

Such a fund may prevent loss of 
your home because of later money 
problems. 

If you have the down payment, 
the rest of the purchase is easy. Any 
good citizen can in a few days se- 
cure a mortgage commitment for 
the balance from a bank, building 
and loan association, or a mortgage 
and real-estate company. The in- 
terest rate will be about 5 percent 
per year on the declining monthly 
balance payable over a 10- to 20- 
year period. 


Are prices too high? 


If you are buying a house to be- 
come your home, the matter of 
prices being high or low is relative. 
If you sell later and buy other 
housing, your investment will re- 
main about equal. If the new mar- 
ket is higher, you will sell and buy 
at a higher price. If it is lower, you 
will sell and buy at a lower price. 
But, your housing investment will 
remain proportionately constant. 

Remember, there is a relation- 
ship between incomes and prices. 
If incomes generally are high, so 
will prices be high; if incomes are 
low, prices will be down. Do not 
forget, however, that the payments 
on the mortgage will be the same 
each month even though your in- 
come may rise or fall. If you make 
comprehensive monthly payments 
which include taxes and insurance, 
there is a probability that the 
monthly payment will gradually 
increase as property taxes rise, 

When making the purchase, con- 
sider the construction and seek rec- 
ognized help, if necessary, to deter- 
mine if the building is sound in all 
respects. The room arrangement 
and design should meet the family 
needs and plans. 


Good neighborhood is 
most important 


[he most important thing to con- 
sider is the neighborhood. Houses 
in the area should be in a similar- 
price range. The people should be 
of the same economic and social 
Status. 

The house need not be new, as 
many fine homes are more than 30 
years old, but beware of nuisances 
such as nearby factories, or fast, 
heavy traffic.

But the 
appallingly low cure rate is not the result of medical help- 
lessness. Right now, the cure rate for lung cancer can be in- 
creased at least tenfold, possibly even more, 


Cure for lung cancer 


Over and over, you’ve heard the axiom applied to other 
cancers——‘catch it early, and you can cure it.”’ As recently 
as 20 years ago, that could not be said of lung cancer. In the 
first place, there was no established practical method for de- 
tecting it early. But more than that, even if it were caught, 
there was little that could be done. Early or late, the diag- 
nosis of lung cancer was usually a death warrant. 

Not any more. 

One day, in 1933, Dr. James L. Gilmore, a physician in 
his forties, with a history of repeated attacks of cough, fever, 
and progressive loss of weight, sought advice from a col- 
league. At first he was thought to have pneumonia, but after 
the fever went down, the shadow on the lung persisted in 
X-ray pictures. The diagnosis of cancer was made. 

Dr. Evarts Graham, internationally famous surgeon, was 
scheduled to do the operation. It was the ailing physician 
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himself who told Doctor Graham before the operation: “I 
hope you will be as radical as you need to be to remove this 
tumor. I want to be well, or ('d rather not get off the table.” 

He must have had a presentiment that it would have to 
be radical. During the operation it was found that the 
growth extended to both lobes of the left lung. There was 
only one hope for cure-—to remove the entire cancerous 
lung—something never successfully done before. It was 
done and, after a difficult postoperative course, the doctor 
survived. He has been well ever since and today, 20 years 
later, is practicing obstetrics in Pittsburgh. 

Notable advances in surgery have been made, thanks to 
development of better methods of preparation, new anes- 
thetic techniques allowing longer operations with safety, and 
antibiotics permitting more daring operations without fear 
of infection. 

Removal of a portion of a lung or of a whole lung today 
is a common practice. It is the established method of cure 
for lung cancer. 


Complete recover 
I 


The operation is a delicate one, often requiring several 
hours. But mortality from the operation itself has been re- 
duced to 5 percent. Today, a patient with a lung cancer 
operated on early has twice the chance of complete recovery 
as one operated on for stomach cancer. 

And recovery can be really complete. 

Recently, just a few days after the twentieth anniversary 
of the operation on Doctor Gilmore, the American Cancer 
Society and the National Cancer Institute of the Public 
Health Service released a film called The Warning Shadow. 
The film, which will be shown throughout the country and 
is designed to emphasize the importance of carly detection 
and prompt treatment of lung cancer, not only tells the dra- 
matic story of Doctor Gilmore’s operation and shows Doctor 
Gilmore (who is still helping mothers bring children into 
the world), but also shows several other men—all leading 
healthy, normal lives—-who have been cured of lung cancer 
since the first memorable operation 20 years ago. 

As long as the cancer is discovered early and the operation 
is performed promptly, even age matters very little. Not 
long ago, there was a complete removal of a lung in a 78- 
year-old patient. Today, that patient—fully recovered —is 


as active as ever. 


X-ray treatment 


X-ray treatments for lung cancers may also become in- 
creasingly helpful. 

A 42-year-old man, a New York taxi driver, was admitted 
to a New York hospital in 1945 with lung cancer, which, at 
operation, proved to be beyond the help of surgery. Al- 
though by previous standards that fact should have put the 
patient beyond all help, X-ray treatments were used. The 
taxi driver is still alive—more than seven years later—and 
working every day. Recently, a report in the respected Neu 
England Journal of Medicine emphasized that the case offers 
good evidence that X-rays in patients beyond help by 
surgery aren’t necessarily only palliative as previously be- 
lieved, but may save lives 

The hope that X-rays may become of increasing value in 
the treatment of lung cancer, as well as in other cancers, has 
been bolstered by a recent American Cancer Society report 
on the results of three years of treating cancer with X-rays 


from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology’s 2-million 
volt generator. 

Of the 455 patients treated between October, 1949 (when 
the mighty machine was first pitted against human cancer), 
and October, 1952, 293 were reported without apparent dis- 
ease symptoms. Because patients are not considered cured 
until five years have passed without a recurrence of cancer, 
no effort was made to estimate the cure rate. 

Among 293 of the 455 patients treated who were reported 
without apparent disease symptoms were 17 of 37 who had 
advanced lung cancer, 


Prompt treatment 


But the best hope today, and excellent it is, lies in surgery 
—surgery combined with carly diagnosis. As Dr. Brian 
Blades, chief of surgery at the George Washington Univer- 
sity Hospital, recently pointed out, of all the deep cancers in 
the body, the possibility of successful weatment of cancer of 
the Jung is probably the best. 

“If treated promptly while still in the silent phase, lung 
cancer can usually be cured,” emphasizes Dr. Lewis W. 


Guiss of the University of Southern California School of 


Medicine. 


In one recent series of cases, when prompt treatment fol- 


lowed discovery of cancer in the silent phase, 75 percent of 


all patients showed no spread of the cancer, every patient 
could be operated on, and all patients are still living, 


Early diagnosis 


But there has been the rub in the past and even now 
an early diagnosis and immediate treatment are absolutely 
essential. 

Insidious, indeed, is the word for lung cancer. The com- 
monest first symptom is cough. Certainly, any change in the 
frequency or character of the cough is important to investi- 
gate. But cough is hardly a reliable criterion. 

In early cases of lung cancer, too, sputum is usually scant. 
Occasionally there may be sputum tinged with blood, but 
this is not common at the beginning. Sputum is not much of 
a help. 

Nor is pain. Usually it is not an early symptom. There 
often is an awareness of one’s chest, a kind of feeling of vague 
discomfort—without pain. Not much of a warning signal. 

The development of wheezing, particularly in a man over 
40, may sugegcst lung cancer, because it means obstruction 
but it may indicate other conditions, too. 

While the late signs and symptoms of lung cancer are 
clear—fever, pain, digestive disturbances and emaciation 
they are, of course, of little significance in early diagnosis o1 
effective treatment. Once late signs appear, the chance for 
cure is greatly reduced. 

Yet, cancer of the lung can be detected. Even while it 
exists in a silent stage for months before becoming clinically 
evident, X-rays can show it up well in advance of any cough, 
expectoration, or chest pain. 

There is a growing movement for periodic examination to 
detect all cancers in their carly stages, and nowhere is this 
more important and more rewarding than in the fight 
against lunge cancer. 

“Cancer of the lune,” declares Dr. Charles S. Cameron 
of the American Cancer Society, “‘is found to be localized

How and what to plant now for gorgeous early color

\ ouhave a big opportunity ahead of you 


if you own even a few square feet ol soil. 
You have time to plan and plant for some 
gorgeous garden color next spring. And 
more than that, you'll have weather to do 
it in comfortably 

Plant bulbs now, and every empty cor- 
ner can blossom out. Tulips and daffodils 
will bring exciting color to a border too 
shady for flowers after trees are in leaf. 

How would you like huge Scarlet Em- 
peror tulips with their glittering black 
centers in front of a golden forsythia bush? 

How would you like crocus in satiny- 
purple, yellow, and lavender stripes 
streaming out in little rivulets from the 
base of a birch cluster? 

How do rose-red hyacinths backing up 


Here is a two-foot square of 
sweetness and color. 

You can duplicate it with 
just five hyacinths, six tulips, 
three plants of forget-me-nots 
and as many pansies as you 
want to tuck in. 

Daffodil and tulip bulbs 
must be planted this fall, but 
others can wait till spring.

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, Jers room for a weil-equipped, convenient-to-use 
sewing spot in even the smallest of small homes. And 
you don’t have to be a sleuth to find it. 

Begin by checking to see which room offers the 
most convenient location. Then choose a spot for your 
sewing machine, and plan around it. This may mean 
adding shelves on the wall, letting a desk do double 
duty, or using a roomy closet. 

This is the way several homemakers have solved the 
“Where shall I sew?” and “Where shall I keep my 
equipment?” problems.

Consider a wall cabinet

Although you may not 
plan to live in the house for a long

Selection of a location must in- 
clude consideration of the rate and 
trend of the development of an 
area.

Check into the 
sewer and water situation. 

Avoid declining areas. Your in- 
vestment may be substantially im- 
paired if the neighborhood be- 
comes blighted and run down. 

Fire insurance costs are a factor 
in suburban areas. Rates usually 
are higher in areas where there is 
less fire protection, and can add to 
the monthly carrying charge. 

Check zoning ordinances and 
deed restrictions which may affect 
your property. Property value can 
often be affected by nearby con- 
struction of business or industrial 
Structures

build, seek recognized and com- 
petent advice, 


Upkeep pays off 

A home will retain its sound in- 
vestment value only as long as it is 
maintained in the best-possible con- 
dition. Because you, as a homeown- 
er, will be your own landlord, it is 
increasingly important that you 
maintain the property. Proper care 
will not only make certain that the 
property retains its market value, 
but may cause it to increase. 


Investments in farms and lots 


A farm can be an income real- 
estate investment. A financial ad- 
viser might recommend a farm as a 
diversification of investments. How- 
ever, you must remember that 
farming is a business, Equipment is 
expensive, and there is the hazard 
of weather. 

For an investment, a farm should 
have good soil, good water, good 
drainage, and a good crop history. 
It should have good market avail- 
ability, and a good home. 

Some people speculate in lots. 
But to be successful, the purchase 
must be made in the area in which 
the city is growing. Investigation 
will disclose, however, that very 
few people have made money by 
speculating in residential lots. 


Investments in income real 
estate 

Some of the advantages of home- 
ownership apply to purchase of in- 
come real estate. In addition to pro- 
viding a hedge against monetary 
fluctuations, real estate can provide 
an income for the owner. 

Rent from  income-producing 
property must be large enough to 
pay operating expenses, taxes, and 
depreciation. The balance, if any, 
is return upon the investment.

Very few single-family houses are 
suitable for rental or income pur- 
The rental is not great 
enough to bring a worthwhile re- 
turn upon the investment. 

Iwo-family homes, such as the 
duplex or double bungalow, may 
be considered as semi-investment 
properties. Many owners live in one 
unit and rent the other unit, paying 
operation expenses, taxes, heat, and 
maintenance, and securing a low 
return on their investment. This 
gives the owner a home and a small 
income. Such an arrangement 
could provide a widow with funds 
to supplement insurance or social- 
security payments. 

Apartment buildings are usually 
termed the prime residential-in- 
vestment property. Owners often 
live in the building, serving as care- 
takers, painters, and rent collectors, 
thus reducing operating expenses, 

Rent control placed some burden 
on apartment-building operators, 
and some owners have neglected 
maintenance. When considering 
purchase of an apartment building, 
have a competent contractor check 
the building to determine its con- 
dition and the cost of putting it in 
good repair. 

If you consider investments in 
property for long-term, 
profitable rentals, it is advisable to 
avoid the purchase of special-pur- 
pose buildings, such as theaters, 
bowling alleys, clubs, and so on. 
The limited type of use to which 
such buildings may be put means 
the business must be a success be- 
fore you can profit. 

In considering store properties, 
the choice of location is of tremen- 
dous importance. 

There is a vast difference be- 
tween the neighborhood grocery 
store and the large chain store in 
the central downtown business cen- 
ter.

Good business properties may be 
found by the small investor, how- 
ever, in well-developed residential 
or apartment-house districts, in 
suburban centers, and on main 
streets of hundreds of good towns 
and small cities. 

When investing in business prop- 
erty as income real estate, points to 
be studied include: 

Are the rentals suitable? Can 
they be maintained? Is there suffi- 
cient neighborhood business for the 
merchant? Will it probably in- 
crease? Would you share in the in- 
crease? Are there too many stores? 
Will newer stores take business 
away from the location? Is the heat- 
ing plant adequate and efficient? 
Are taxes fair and reasonable? Is 
the insurahce adequate, and are 
the rates within reason? Are the op- 
erating expenses under control?

().. of the first projects any handyman should lend | 


hammer and saw to is a workbench worthy of his skills as ys . 
a builder and maintainer of things around the house. 

A workbench is a piece of equipment. it should help a man 
with his work, just the way a power saw does—or a good 
sharp plane—or an electric drill. 

Build a good bench—and build it well. It will cut down 
the time, cost, and labor of every job you bring to it. 

Here are some workbench principles to take into ac- 
count as you build the model we show in pictures in this 
issuc . . . or as you adapt it to your own individual needs: 


> Build it big enough. If you find yourself cutting out 
a project on the bench but moving it to the floor for 
assembly, your bench is too small. Seven or 8 feet by 
30 inches give you enough area to do a whole job, from 
planning to painting, in one comfortable spot. 


Build it the right height. If a bench is too high, it will 
make you all elbows. If it’s too low, it will give you an 
aching back. Hip-joint high is best for most men, 
either for standing or sitting on a stool at work. 


> Be realistic about your storage problems. Keep the 
tools you use most often right at your fingertips. But 
those you need only now and then are better stored 
in drawers or on shelves where they'll be neither a ; . 
physical nor a mental hazard. The same is true of sup- 
plies. Why keep a mayonnaise jar full of fence staples a 
right under your nose when you won’t be mending a - ° 
fence for another six months? 


> Keep the top of your bench clear. Store nothing on 
it, mount nothing on it. Provide separate shelves or 
individual stands for supplies and equipment, so that 
all your bench surface belongs to you when you want 
to swing a board on it. Many small pieces of equipment 
(grinders, mounted electric drill, etc.) can be put on 
individual pieces of lumber which you clamp in your 
flush-mounted vise when you need them. 


>» Your bench is handiest when you can work at one 
end as well as the front. Two ends are better. All four 
sides make it ideal, if you have middle-of-the-room 
space for it. Don’t build it in an alcove. If you put it 
near a corner, leave 18 inches or so between it and the 
adjacent wall. You'll find that your ability to stand at 
that end is worth more than the few additional inches 
you'd get by extending it into the corner. 


> For easy shop cleanup, either keep the floor under 
the bench uncluttered . . . or build shelves and doors 
right to the floor, so debris can’t work under it. If you 
choose to close it in, leave yourself ‘“‘toe room,” the 
way makers of kitchen cabinets do. 


A workbench that bounces and wobbles is barely worth 
the too-small, too-few nails that hold it feebly together. 
Build your bench solid. The small extra change it will 
cost for bolts or lag screws, for 2x6s and 4x4s, will repay 
you in long life for the bench—plus work that holds still 
while you swing a hammer at it.

Don’t put up with a weak-sister vise 


Best vise you can buy is none 
too good. Mount it flush with 
front or with back vise liner 
extending beyond front jaw 
for added clamping surface, 
as shown, 

Liners of soft pine protect 
work better, but hardwood 
liners last longer. Good, firm 
vise means wood held solid 
while you work on it. 


For wide work, bench stop 
is essential. Regular stops are 
manufactured, but sometimes 
hard to buy. Good substituce 
is short *,-inch bolt. 

Bore for it every 4 or 5 
inches, exactly at right angles 
to pull-up stop on vise. 





Screws and glue are secret 
of rough-and-ready drawers a 
workbench must have. Da- 
doed corners are strong, easy 
to put together. Use No. 8 
screws, waterproof glue. 
Hold grooves for bottom in 
line with scrap of hardboard 
during assembly. Sides, front, 
back are Lx6 stock, bottom is 
!4-inch ply wood or hardboard. 





Bottom is loose in grooves, 
so come-and-go won't force 
corner joints apart, 

Slide it in, loose-fit, then 
fasten with one screw at the 
back. Function of screw is 
merely to keep bottom from 
sliding out of place.

for man to be alone. She’s my com- 
fort, she’s my friend.’’

Avoid labels. I believe people 
should stand up to anyone—their 
own parent, if need be—who be- 
gins to harangue against one sex or 
another.

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Are the schools neglecting the 3 R’s? 


And, according to other reports, 
the reading rate and comprehen- 
sion of all World War II draftees 
ranked 4 grade levels higher than 
those of World War I conscriptees. 

That the schools do offer full op- 
portunity to learn to those young 
persons who are able and willing is 
evidenced also by results of the 
Naval Reserve Officers Training 
Corps’ college aptitude test. 

In the first national screening for 
this program, in 1947, some 40,000 
high-school graduates or seniors 
were given the examination. After 
taking this test and an equally 
tough physical examination, 10,000 
of the applicants scored high 
enough to be presented to their 
State Boards for further narrowing 
down to the 3,000 for whom Regu- 
lar N.R.O.T.C. student openings 
were available. 

The chief of naval personnel, 
Vice-Admiral J. L. Holloway, Jr., 
who originated the Regular 
N.R.O.T.C. Student Plan, is well 
satisfied with the products of the 
schools who have come into the 
N.R.O.T.C. or the Naval Acad- 
emy. Admiral Holloway formerly 
was superintendent of the acad- 
emy at Annapolis. 

Concerning the present-day cur- 
riculum of the schools, Admiral 
Holloway said 

“You have to offer an opportu- 
nity to everyone to the limit of his 
ability, but with a lot of them you 
are wasting time if you take them 
beyond their capacity. You don’t 
want everyone to receive a Classical 
education, But it seems to me there 
is a minimum grounding in the 
3 R’s in which we should try to be 
thorough.” ‘Then Admiral Hollo- 
way emphasized, “I would say, 
from our experience, that the boys 
who qualify for entry to the Naval 
Adademy or the R.O.T.C., in gen- 
eral have been well grounded in 
the fundamentals.” 

And at the United States Naval 
Academy in Annapolis, I talked to 
Captain Taylor Keith, secretary 
of the Academic Board and direc- 
tor of admissions, and to his suc- 
cessor in that position, Captain C. 
B. Brooks, as well as to Dr. Wil- 
liam Shields, civilian educational 
adviser at the academy. They 
agreed that the schools are ade- 
quate if the student's willingness and 
desire to learn is adequate 


Testing of present-day 
students 
According to the .Vational Edu- 
cation Association Journal of May, 
1950, a series of tests, given in 1919 
to high-school seniors throughout 
Indiana, was repeated in 1941 with 
Indianapolis seniors. Eight in 10 
of the 1941 group scored higher 
than the median score in 1919. 
Tests of the ‘‘fundamentals,” 
given in Philadelphia to pupils in 
the upper elementary grades over 
a period of years, revealed that the 
average pupil in 1945 did as well or 
better than those in 1932.

However, in Pasadena, Califor- 
nia, a 1950 report showed that 
while their sixth-grade pupils have 
higher average reading ability than 
did those of 18 years ago, and 
arithmetic achievement is up to 
national standards, spelling is one 
area in which Pasadena pupils 
need more-effective teaching. A 
strong spelling program was begun. 

In a New York City high school 
in 1949, of 1,135 tenth-grade stu- 
dents tested in arithmetic, nearly 
half rated at only sixth-grade 
achievement or less. Less than a 
fourth of the students performed at 
tenth-grade level or higher. 

Recent spelling tests in Texas 
also showed lowered achievement. 
Scores of high-school students in 
82 Texas cities were compared with 
1915 scores. The honors went to the 
earlier students. Four times as 
many present-day students mis- 
spelled such words as “‘business’’ 
and “stomach” as did the 1915 
scholars. 

In Denver, when high-school 
tests a few years ago turned up 
student weaknesses in mathemat- 
ics, grammar, and spelling, the 
superintendent of schools changed 
requirements for graduation to 
give more emphasis to English and 
mathematics. 

Comparisons between the “ac- 
tivity’ and “‘traditional’’ schools, 
however, showed no significant dif- 
ferences in achievement. 


Old days not so good 

The record of school achieve- 
ments in the “‘good, old days” 
doesn’t show up so well in the light 
of what evidence there is. 

Apparently, yesteryear had its 
share of nonspellers, illegible writ- 
ers, uncomprehending readers, and 
wrong-way mathematicians. And 
it also had its critics of the school 
system, its advocates of former 
methods of teaching. 

A clay tablet from ancient times 
is reported which records the com- 
plaint of a merchant whose son 
had come from school into the 
shop. The father cried that the boy 
could not keep the money and ac- 
counts Straight, couldn’t write his 
hieroglyphics legibly, could not 
deal with customers. The money 
spent on his schooling had been 
wasted ! 

Confucius criticized the schools 
of his day. His complaints are ex- 
actly duplicated today from Maine 
to California. Socrates expressed 
the same ideas, as did William 
Penn in more recent times. 

Does the following statement 
have a familiar ring? ‘‘At Harvard, 
as the committee demonstrates, the 
unhappy instructors are confronted 
with immature thoughts, set down 
in a crabbed and slovenly hand, 
miserably expressed, and wretch- 
edly spelled, and yet the average 
age of admission is 19.”’ It’s from 
a report made in /894 by a Har- 
vard committee on composition 
and rhetoric! [Turn to page 206

And in 1909, the president of the 
Board of Education in Chicago de- 
clared in his annual report: “‘Itis a 
common complaint among busi- 
nessmen that young people seeking 
employment are not well grounded 
in the fundamentals.”’ 


Why so much criticism 
today? 


Here’s the comment of Dr. Ar- 
thur S. Adams, president of the 
American Council on Education: 

The reason there is a contro- 
versy is that we are educating so 
many more people than we were 
years go. When we have a rapid 
and enormous growth like this in 
any human enterprise, its dimen- 
sions in the public mind—the way 
they look at it—change. So many 
more people have had the experi- 
ence of going to school. As a result, 
if they tind some boy or girl who 
isn’t very well qualified, they are 
generalize and say ‘the 
schools are doing a bad job,’ where- 
as on a Statistical basis, they are 
doing a better job. 

The ‘progressive movement,’ 
so called, had its value in focus- 
ing the attention of education on 
the student, as being an important 
part of the process 

“Tt may have been that, in char- 
American fashion, they 
went too far in this direction, but 
it was tremendously valuable for 
Up to the time this 
philosophy developed, nearly all 
the attention had been on the cur- 
riculum and not much on the par- 
Today, I think we 
rational balance between 
the student and the curriculum. 

Also, you have to achieve a 
proper balance between the stim- 
ulating studies and drill. There are 
some things you learn only by drill, 
but it is hard and distasteful work 
The parent wants his child to be 
interested in school, and the surest 
to kill that interest is by too 
much drill. Finding the proper bal- 
ance is the big problem. 

I feel it is not in the best inter- 
ests of the country not to do all we 
reasonably can to see that our boys 
and girls in school understand 
some of the big forces at work in 
the world today. Otherwise, I don’t 
ee how they can fulfill the respon- 
sibilities of citizenship.” 

Phen Doctor Adams pointed out: 

Ihe research of Dr. Dael Woel- 
fle of the Commission on Human 
Resources has indicated that, in 
our population, there is a distinct- 
ly limited percentage of those who 
could be considered to be of su- 
capacity. But we have a 
great many jobs in competition for 
this very small number of superior 
mentalities. Some jobs have to take 
people of limited capacity. When 
they do, the individual is not en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

“Who is blamed? The schools 
are blamed for not producing 
enough people of sufficient capac- 
ity—but they just don’t exist in

We have to do the 

best we can within the level of the 

students’ competencies.” 

Should reading be taught by 
phonetics? 

Doctor Adams replied: “One of 
the biggest difficulties I found in 
colleges was the slow reading of 
pupils who had been taught by 
phonetics. In engineering, many 
students had difficulties in reading 

not because they lacked ability, 
but just took them so 
long to read through a page of 
printed matter. I attribute this to 
their reading in terms of spelling 
out each word 

“Experience has shown that 
reading speed can be increased as 
much as 500 percent. [ had to 
teach myself to read more rapidly. 

“T believe those who read more 
rapidly comprehend more clearly. 
True, there are those who can miss 
the point entirely in what they 
read. It may be beyond their com- 
prehension. ‘This is no indictment 
of them, bur a recognition of their 
capacity.”

National attitude responsible? 

The personnel manager of a 
large printing establishment told 
me he feels any poor per- 
formance of young people is due 
not to the schools, but to economic 
conditions and the attitudes of the 
country as a whole. 

Because it has been easy to get 
a job and because we've lived with 
the threat of war so long, a “‘don’t 
care” attitude developed. He 
thinks this state of mind pervaded 
many of the young people and is 
reflected in their arithmetic, their 
spelling, their feeling toward work. 

He pointed out that the child 
who was in school during the de- 
pression had more of an inclination 


recent 


to spend his time profitably. There 
was less fooling around. 

“Now,” this personnel man 
commented, “we have the same 


courses, the same teachers, but 
many students of the past decade 
have not gotten anything like the 
same education out of them. Just 
this year, we are noticing a return 
to a greater sense of responsibility. 
I think this is tied in significantly 
with the swing in child psychology 
away from the former ‘don’t thwart, 
don’t frustrate’ philosophy. There 
is a little more balance, a few more 
parents taking the youngster in 
hand today —not worrying so much 
about whether they frustrate him 
or not, but in the end giving him a 
greater sense of responsibility. 

In this manager’s Opinion, an- 
other reason we're getting less 
skilled clerical and stenographic 
help is that a higher percentage of 
young people want to go on to col- 
lege or technical schools, so they’re 
not preparing for clerical jobs. 

Also, there is more of a tendency 
on the part of the girls to marry 
voung. This takes them out of the 
labor market at an earlier age. If

they continue to work after mar- 
riage, they have divided interests 
Most of them are working mainly 
for extra money. They’re not de- 
pendent on their jobs. This, rather 
than what they learned in school, 
often affects their work. ‘‘Maybe 
they can spell, but they’re not going 
to bother.” 

He continued: “When _ people 
are needed as badly as they have 
been in recent years, employers 
have not been in a position to re- 
quire quality performance. But the 
young people now are beginning to 
show more basic strength. They are 
learning to live with the threat of 
war and are doing more serious 
planning for the future. There is not 
so much of the ‘live today because 
we may not be alive tomorrow’ phi- 
losophy now.” 


Schools are studying needs 

Most school authorities admit 
there is room for improvement in 
some areas of teaching. Dr. Hollis 
Caswell, dean of Veachers’ Col- 
lege, Columbia University, told 
me: 

‘**It would be a very fine thing if 
the people of this country could use 
communication and numerical 
skills more effectively than they do; 
if the level of reading of our people 
were better; if they didn’t read so 
much trash; if they could compre- 
hend better the things they do read 
That is the goal to be desired. 

“On the other hand, if you con- 
sider how well youngsters today 
achieve in comparison with (1) 
how well adults do, or (2) how well 
youngsters used to do, present-day 
children come out very well indeed. 

“I don’t like to see us get on 
either of the extreme positions of 
accusing the whole school pro- 
gram of being bad or defending all 
that is done as good. If we defend, 
we are likely to say ‘everything is 
lovely, we can be satisfied,’ and sit 
back and do nothing 

“If we accuse, we are likely to 
say, ‘let's go back to the good, old 
days,’ and so on 

‘Neither one is a sound position 

“If we grant that there is need 
for improvement; that the de- 
mands of modern life are such that 
we should not be satisfied with 
what is being done, then the cen- 
tral question is, ‘How do we get 
improvement?’ 

‘There is every indication that 
we get better results by modern 
methods than were ever achieved 
by old methods. When I first went 
into teaching, we saw children’s 
lips moving as they read silently 
That is a great deterrent to good 
reading. Nowadays, even with 
youngsters 7 or 8 years old, when 
taught by modern methods you 
rarely see any lip movement at all 

The old method of reading was 
to read words. The new method is 
to read ideas. When children in 
good schools today read, they are 
not saying a series of words which 
have no meaning to them. They 
read as a means of getting ideas 
right from the very beginning.” 

Doctor Caswell pointed out, 
“People who talk about the ‘good, 
old days’ are apt to think about 
the two or three top students in 
They, them- 
selves, may have been 


their own classes 
among 


them. They remember how well 
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they wrote and did their arithme- 
tic. Then, they generalize from 
this recollection for the whole 
class. But, if vou could analyze the 
records for the total group, this re- 
membered superiority just would 
not stand up. 

“Yet, we do need improvement 
in practically every school in pro- 
cedures of teaching these various 
skills. But such advancement can 
only be achieved by using the 
modern know-how that has come 
out of scientific study, by careful 
diagnosis of the problems children 
have, and by devising procedures 
that meet the individual needs of 
youngsters who are encountering 
difficulty. 

“I think that, in a modern class- 
room, the time of the teacher is 
more evenly distributed over the 
total group than it was in the old 
days. In the old classrooms, the ex- 
tremely troublesome and the ex- 
tremely able got the bulk of the 
time. This explains in part why 
more children do better today than 
they did at earlier times 

‘*There is this factor in the situ- 
ation: To do a really good job of 
teaching areas like reading, writ- 
ing, and arithmetic, a teacher must 
give a lot of time to working with 
individual pupils. You can’t have 
great big classes and teach these 
skills very well 

‘This is one of the big problems. 
I expect that, with the present 
greatly increased enrollments and 
greatly increased class size, there 
may as a result be a drop in achieve- 
ment in the years immediately 
ahead. 

“You just can’t teach arithme- 
tic to a large group of children as 
well as you can to a smaller group. 
You can’t figure out what their dif- 
ficulties are and give them help in 
overcoming them. But, even so, the 
teacher trained to use modern 


methods will do a far-better job of 


it than the one who uses old-fash- 
ioned procedures.” 


How’s your handwriting? 


Doctor Caswell hazarded a guess 
that, at the time of graduation to- 
day, penmanship is not as good as 
it was when uniform systems of 
writing were more commonly 
taught. “But,” he said, “if vou take 
the handwriting of young adults 
after they have been out of school 
five years and compare it with the 
writing of older people, the two 
would be much the same. The 
large majority of adults who got 
their education back yonder in the 
good, old days can’t brag much 
about their penmanship today 

“The basic problem is getting 
handwriting sufficiently legible to 
be read easily. Probably, in getting

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Are the schools neglecting the 3 R’s? 


will be fine if we can get greater 
improvement.” 


So... are the 3 R’s being 

neglected? 

A “yes” answer to this question 
seems scarcely justified on the facts. 
The United States Office of Edu- 
cation reported, for the year 
1948-49, that 64.5 percent of all 
students in high school (and junior 
high, when organized as part of a 
secondary school) were enrolled in 
a course in mathematics. This 
would not indicate that mathe- 
matics is being neglected. 

And reading is being given more 
school time now than ever before. 
Where the elementary-school stu- 
dent of a generation ago read only 
one reading book in a grade, to- 
day’s grade-school pupil may read 
as many as 20 books in the course of 
a year. Also, reading is integrated 
into all the courses by means of 
supplementary reading material to 
help the children learn more about 
subjects being covered in historv, 
social studies, and so forth. 

Skill in reading aloud is perhaps 
not being emphasized. But how im- 
portant is this? 

In almost all high schools in the 
United States, English is a_ re- 
quired subject every year. 

No effort is made toward at- 
tractiveness in handwriting. As a 
result, the wr iting of some students 
is so uncontrolled as to be virtually 
unreadable. It isn’t likely teachers 
ignore this defect, since they are 


the ones who must read dozens of 


assignments written by pupils. 
Readable writing certainly should 
be a goal, but with the widespread 
use of the typewriter for business and 
personal use, beauty in handwriting 
is hardly crucial. 

Some of the critics of the schools 
are disturbed because rules of 
grammar are not taught as the 
critics learned them, and because 
the students’ vocabularies seem 
limited. Perhaps there should be 
more emphasis in these areas. It 
must be remembered, however, 
that the language a student hears 
and reads outside of school—in his 
home, at play, and in free-time 
amusements such as comic books, 
radio, television, movies—aflects 
his grammar and vocabulary. 

The contention that there have 
always been poor spellers is upheld 
by the quotations we have men- 
tioned from the Harvard College 
committee in 1894 and the Chicago 
Board of Education in 1909. How 
ever, if spelling has always been a 
problem, this would seem to indi- 
cate a need for more, rather than 
less, emphasis Confusing as its 
spelling may be, English zs our na- 
tional language and is being used 
more and more widely in interna- 
tional affairs. We should see that 
our students know how to spell the 
frequently used words and how to 
look up and learn uncommon ones. 

No one can deny 
p> that the overwhelming increase

in student enrollments in the last 
50 years has created problems that 
did not exist before; 

p> that the moving about the coun- 
try, during the last two decades, of 
large numbers of families has dis- 
rupted the orderly process of learn- 
ing for many childern; 

p> that national and international 
problems and parents’ tensions of 
the last 20 years have affected some 
children and their ability to learn; 
> that present-day pupils are gen- 
erally younger and less mature 
than those in the same grade a 
generation ago; 

> that compulsory schooling and 
our national goal of education for 
all have kept in school children of 
limited capabilities; 

p> that every child is entitled to an 
education suited to his needs and 
his abilities. 

On the other hand, the schools 
are obligated to re-examine their 
methods and results, to change 
their approach where the need is 
indicated, and to maintain a con- 
tinuing evaluation of the effective- 
ness of their teaching. 

Parents and other residents in a 
community should inquire wheth- 
er their school authorities are mak- 
ing such studies, what the results 
indicate, and what action is pro- 
posed to remedy any deficiencies 
in their school systems. 

But, should we go back a great 
part of the way to the old-time 
methods? Do we really want to go 
back? Even those who pointed out 
current defects acknowledged that 
the schools today are turning out 
youngsters with more self-assur- 
ance, better ability to get along 
with others, and a wider range of 
knowledge than they themselves 
had starting out in life. 

Do we parents and employers 
really mean that the schools should 
drop the courses and activities 
which have accomplished these 
things? I doubt it. 

Some things we do want: better 
and earlier detection of children 
with reading difficulties; more em- 
phasis on spelling; more individual 
attention; more counseling of par- 
ents whose youngsters are not mak- 
ing progress; more testing of apti- 
tudes, interests, and abilities; more 
vocational counseling all through 
high school; more encouragement 
to able students to continue with 
mathematics, sciences, languages. 

The schools want these things, 
too. Getting them will take more 
teachers at salaries high enough to 
attract them to our schools, more 
study materials and books, more 
classrooms, better testing facilities. 

Parents can help by providing, 
in the home, a good environment 
for learning, books and reading ex- 
periences, and opportunities for the 
child to use his arithmetic and his 
writing in a practical way. They 
can help, too, by their interest in 
schoolwork done at home, and by 
their cooperation with their child’s 
teacher.

Is grass a necessary food for cats? 
—Mrs. F. K. M., Pennsylvania. 

Grass is not a food at all, but a 
corrective for digestion troubles. If 
your cat eats grass, feed a recog- 
nized cat or dog food for balanced 
diet, plus bulk and roughage. 


What about the lime and grit sup- 
ply for my parakeet? I understand 
this is very important for the health 
of these birds. — Mrs. A. G., Towa. 

You are right. Birds get a small 
supply of lime from hard water, but 
hardly enough. Also furnish a 
cuttlebone or a piece of old plaster, 
both good sources of lime. As for 
grit, use one part oystershell, one 
part sand, and a sprinkling of 
ground charcoal. Egg shell, crushed 
fine in a food chopper, is also good. 


Friends tell me the amount of 
meat in my dog's food should be 
eliminated or cut down a great deal 
in hot weather. What is your opin- 
ion?—Miss A. M. W., Virginia. 

Don’t believe it. A dog requires 
meat, in sickness or health, cold 
weather or hot. Remember, 
that cooked meat is fair, slightly 
cooked meat is better, and raw 
meat is best. Meat that is cooked 
too much loses its valuable vitamin 
B content.

Drooling, difficulty 
with eating, foul breath, and the 
symptoms you mention are all signs 
of tooth trouble. A veterinarian 
can locate affected teeth and pull 
them. Best preventive is to have 
tartar removed regulariy.

Parents are often disappointed 
when their efforts fail to direct 
their children’s play into “educa- 
tional”? channels. One mother, who 
had provided her 4-year-old with 
big blocks—recommended to suit 
his developing muscles—was upset 
when she found him painstakingly 
building his big brother’s anagrams 
into miniature skyscrapers. 

Children often want exactly what 
we least want them to want. In a 
family of confirmed pacifists, 8- 
year-old Paul spends his whole al- 
lowance on toy pistols. 

In another family, Mother, re- 
membering what she liked as a 
child, buys 6-year-old Joanie ex- 
pensive furnishings for a dollhouse, 
and feels hurt when Joanie doesn’t 
show much interest in them. 


Diapetecen may follow when 
a child’s preliminary expressions of 
interest are hailed and singled out 
for encouragement, either because 
they tally with the parents’ own en- 


joyments, or because they seem to 


be more “‘constructive”’ than others. 

It’s easy, too, to misinterpret a 
child’s true interest in what he’s 
doing. That's what a family we 
know did. Their little girl persuaded 
a playmate to walk 2 miles out to 
a farm where, for the price of a 
nickel, a little boy would give them 
a ride on his pony. It was, of course, 
a trip “without permission,” and 
the parents were worried. When 
the girls returned, however, and 
told why they had gone, the moth- 
er of the principal culprit decided 
that, since pony rides were so al- 
luring, legitimate ones should be 
provided. To her surprise, the care- 
fully planned visits to a friend 
whose pony might be ridden with- 
out charge brought only an indif- 
ferent response. A nearby brook 
proved more attractive. Perhaps, 
after all, it had not been the pony, 
but rather the adventure that had 
enticed the girls 2 miles from 
home. Perhaps it was the lure of 


doing what they wanted, when 
they wanted. Or perhaps it had 
meen only the urge to escape the 
eternal vigilance of adults. 


( Vrre might go on citing examples 
of this perverse preference of chil- 
dren for the ““wrong”’ things, or at 
least the unapproved. Take the 
“comics” and adventure books, 
for example, devoured by children 
well supplied with “good” litera- 
ture. And the collections of per- 
fectly useless trash, preferred to 
collections of stamps or nature 
specimens. 

As one 5-year-old naively put it, 
“Tsn’t it too bad that nothing I like 
is good for me?” 

Of course it’s true that, left to 
themselves, children might choose 
a diet of ice cream and cake. We, 
in our wisdom, see that they eat 
cereal and vegetables, too. Nor do 
we leave it to them to decide 
whether or not they will learn 
arithmetic. We make it our busi- 
ness to see that they do. But play 
is something else. It isn’t quite the 
same as arithmetic or carrots. It’s 
a thing of the spirit. 

“IT wish Marvin would take an 
interest in something besides draw- 
ing all the time,’ his mother said 
to us recently. “Every spare min- 
ute he gets, he is down on the floor 
drawing for dear life. Every scrap 
of paper that comes into the house 
is his, and he covers it with ships 
and murderous-looking pirates be- 
fore he goes to bed. Isn't it awful?” 


’ 
Frankly, we didn’t think it was 
awful at all, We thought it was fine. 
Marvin played baseball with his 
school team and came home with 
scarcely one shred of trousers hang- 
ing to another, but his team had 
won. He stood toward the middle 
of his classes, and his record was 
good. He was exhibiting a taste 
that might lead to something 
worthwhile—just what, nobody can

7 may have the oi] in the crankcase of your car changed 

regularly; have the transmission and differential and cooling 

system drained and refilled when you make regular spring 

and fall change-overs; have frequent chassis lubrications 

yet you may be neglecting your car. 

On every car there are 10 small jobs that need occasional 
doing or checking. But because the jobs are small and be- 
cause there is no prescribed time for doing them, they are 
often neglected. When they're overlooked altogether, a com- 
paratively new car can become a squeaky, wheezy clunker 
with a habit of running up surprising bills or of failing to 
pass safety-inspection tests. 

These 10 most neglected points of maintenance get that 
way because they're not included in the regular price of a 
lubrication job. If you take your business to the same service- 
station operator all the time—— the wise thing to do—-he may 
remind you of these small maintenance e jobs and take care of 
them for a nominal charge. Otherwise, its up to you to re- 
member to do them or pay to have them done. 

Make every effort to be with your car once in a while 
when it is being lubricated or repaired. But don’t irritate 

> 


and delay the mechanic with involved questions. Go down 
into the pit or under the hoist and take a good look. If the 
wheel bearings are being repacked, examine the brake lin- 
ings and estimate when you will need a relining job. Other 
parts requiring maintenance will become apparent as you 
learn your way under the car as well as around it. 


{ Tightening of hose clamps on the water lines 


Approximately 10 hose clamps are used on water lines 
where rubber hoses meet metal connections or pipes. These

clamps are screwed up “‘snug’’ when the hose is installed, 


but need a half-turn or so every year. 


9 Inspection of fluid level in master brake cylinder 


The master brake cylinder, in most cars, is a rectangular 
box bolted to the chassis under the driver's seat. To check 
the level, lift up the floor pad and, in some cases, remove the 
seat cushion. Unscrew the filler cap with a wrench. 

The fluid level should be within !% inch of the top of the 
cylinder. If the fluid level is low, it is important to determine 
where the leak is in the system. By replenishing the fluid, you 
correct a dangerous condition, but not the trouble. 

Brake fluid does not evaporate. If you have lost any ap- 
preciable quantity, check all lines and look for leaks at each 
wheel cylinder before driving any farther. Before replacing 
the filler cap, see if it has a little hole drilled in the head. 
This is to relieve the pressure in the brake system when the 
pedal is released. If yours has a venthole in the cap, be sure ® 
it is clean (push a pipe cleaner through it) so the brakes will 
release when the pedal is released.

On the oil-filling tube or elsewhere on the engine block f 
is a “breather cap” in which there is a metal filter, usually 
composed of closely knit iron or copper ribbons. When clean, 
this filter catches the dirt in the air entering the crankcase. 
Air must go in and out of the engine to equalize the pres- 
sures internally. 
The filter should be cleaned as often as the air cleaner on 
top of the carburetor. If it remains dirty, then dirty air will 
enter the crankcase and con- 
taminate the oil, clog the oil 
passages in the cylinder 
block, and score the cylin- 
der walls. The cap is cleaned 
by immersing it in gasoline, 
blowing it out with com- 
pressed air.

x Battery case and terminals 


Even on new cars, the battery 
often starts to deposit a corrosive 
paste on top of the case, This paste 
soon corrodes terminals, straps, 
and battery case. It can be washed 
off with plain water or, better still, 
with a solution of baking soda and 
water, Clean, tight connections at 
the battery terminals assure deliv- 
ery of full power from the battery 
to the starter. In winter this is 
especially important. 


q Cleaning of body drain 
holes 


On the sides of the car under 
each door and rear quarter panel 
there are from 6 to 10 drain holes 
to permit water to pour out the 
body panels after running down 
the window slots. These holes be- 
come clogged with rust and debris, 
and the door and body panels soon 
rust through. Any car owner can 
take a screwdriver or piece of wire 
and clean them.

When vou buy bedding 


Your health and pocketbook will profit 
by these answers to your questions about 


mattresses, springs, pillows, bedcoverings 


i equipment has changed much in the last decade . . . 
so don’t overlook the new things just because a bed still looks 
like a bed! There’s more emphasis on sleep-inducing, health- 
ful bedding, new techniques in coiling springs, new develop- 
ments in foam latex, more-roomy bed sizes, new sheets which 
simplify bedmaking, new ideas in bedcoverings. Here are the 
answers to your most-frequently asked questions. 


How can I tell if I need new bedding? 

How do you feel in the morning? For real rest, your bed 
should be smooth, so place a yardstick on the mattress and 
note whether there are hollows and humps. Look, too, for 
broken springs and check for broken stitching. If the edge 
(“‘border” is the trade term) is stretched or sagging, it’s al- 
most impossible to make the bed so it looks neat and trim. 
Try the “level” test again on the spring and look for:broken 
connections. Then sit or lie on it and see if there's a rocking 
sensation known as sidesway. 


Is a firm or soft bed best? 

Choose the resiliency which keeps your spine in proper 
alignment, depressing under hips and shoulders, but sup- 
porting the waist and lower back. Both innerspring and 
foam-rubber mattresses come in various resiliencies, and box 
springs vary, too, so there’s ample choice. Obviously, your 
weight is a factor, but it’s largely a matter of personal pref- 
ence. Choosing bedding is almost like being fitted for shoes 
or a suit. 


Are there special mattresses for heavyweights? 

Yes, a heavy person will sleep better and the bedding last 
longer if it’s suited to his weight. If a light and a heavy person 
share the same bed, ask about mattresses which have firmer 
springs in one-half only. 


How can I tell whether I'll like a certain bedding set? 


Forget any false modesty and lie down on it. Yes, right in 
the store. A tactful salesman often will describe the two or 
three models which seem best for you, then go away while 
you try them out like Goldilocks in the three bears’ bedroom. 
(If you fall asleep on one, that’s obviously the bedding you 
should buy!) Sanitary codes in most states forbid the return 


of a used mattress, so choose deliberately while you buy. 


Can we save money by keeping the old spring, and 
just replace the worn mattress? 


You might be wasting, rather than saving, if the old spring 
has seen better days. You can’t expect full comfort and wear 
if you put a new mattress on a worn-out spring. Also, mat- 
tress and spring should be a combination purchase because 
they are designed to go together. Not just matched tickings, 
but an actual pairing of construction features to assure great- 


er comtort.

Are rubber mattresses 
warmer? 


No. Don’t confuse the airtight 
rubber used for rubber gloves with 
foam; the latter is filled with mil- 
lions of tiny interconnected air cells. 
Foam “breathes” when a person lies 
on it, with old air squeezed out and 
cool air sucked into the cells with 
every motion. 


Is latex better than rubber? 


A latex mattress and a rubber 
mattress are the same thing. Latex 
is the milk of the rubber tree which 
has been whipped into a foamlike 
substance. 


What's latexed hair? 


Latexed hair is made with a light 
coating of latex sprayed over curled 
fiber to create a springy, easily han- 
dled filling. [vs commonly used in 
making upholstered furniture; oc- 
casionally it’s used in mattresses. 


One store offers a rubber pad 
to put over an old mattress, 
and another quotes a mattress 
at about half the regular 
price. Are they good buys? 

No. The pad would give a cush- 
iony feel, but if the old mattress has 
sags or bumps, you’ll still feel them. 
The cut-rate mattress may be filled 
with flakes of rubber of the type 
used to stuff children’s toys. 


Will backache be cured by 
using a sleeping board under 
the mattress? 


The board is a makeshift cure for 
a sagging spring, but you’d better 
ask your doctor about curing the 
backache! Find out, too, about 
firmer-than-average mattresses of 
an orthopedic type, which several 
bedding firms have developed with 
the assistance of medical men. 


How much sleeping space does 
a person really need? 

About 39 inches per person is 
ideal. That’s about a foot more than 
each person now has in a regulation 
double bed, 54 inches wide. In 
length, a person needs a few inches 
more than his height. In this year’s 
May issue, page 219, Better Homes 
& Gardens reported in detail about 
oversize bedding now available. 


Can we get larger bedding and 
keep our old bedroom set? 


Yes. Don’t try to match the wood 
of the chests, but get a larger head- 
board covered with plastic or slip- 
covered to match the spread. If you 
now have a double bed and night 
table taking about 78 inches of wall 
space, you have ample room for 
twin beds with headboards of the 
storage type. These headboards add 
about 10 inches to the distance the 
bed projects into the room. Check 
your room dimensions before you 
buy.

Where can I learn more about 
the construction of bedding? 


Most manufacturers offer book- 
lets and charts. Many stores have 
cut-open sections of mattresses and 
springs, so you can compare differ- 
ent types and price levels. A free 
booklet, which tells how to choose 
and care for springs, mattresses, and 
bed pillows, is offered by the Na- 
tional Association of Bedding Man- 
ufacturers, Merchandise Mart Pla- 
za, Chicago 54, Illinois. 


Which makes a better pillow, 
foam rubber or down? 


That is a matter of personal 
choice, just as some people like a 
large pillow and others a small one, 
or firm versus soft. Both are made 
in different resiliencies and sizes. 


What are ‘“‘allergy-free”’ 
pillows? 

For people who are sensitive to 
feathers or dust, doctors sometimes 
advise pillows filled with latex. 


In sheets, why does percale 
cost more than muslin? 
Because the weave is smoother, 
with more finely twisted threads to 
the inch. Consequently, percale 
sheets are lighter-weight, easier to 
handle in the laundry. The label 
usually mentions the thread count 
per inch as well as the brand name 
and torn size before hemming. 


In these days of snug-cornered 
sheets and extra-size mat- 
tresses, how do I get the cor- 
rect-size sheets? 

Sheet shopping is no longer a 
matter of saving “twin” or “‘dou- 
ble.” The secret of easy bedmaking 
is the correct-size sheet. Mills are 
adding‘ new sizes as the newer-size 
mattresses become more available. 
So, measure before you shop, espe- 
cially if your mattress is thinner or 
larger than the usual. 


Am I old-fashioned because I 
don’t own any colored sheets? 


You are missing a lot of fun in 
planning color combinations! You 
would be surprised at how much 
individuality colored linens will add 
to your present blankets and bed- 
room decorating scheme. With 
white sheets, try combining white- 
ground pillowcases sprinkled with 
a colored pattern. 


Are colored bed linens really 
colorfast? 

Read the labels to check quality, 
but remember that today’s dyes are 
greatly improved, and that today’s 
washing methods omit the boilings 
and bleachings that used to be con- 
sidered essential. 


What kind of bedcovering is 
recommended for the most- 
relaxing sleep?

A drawing child may become a 
musician; a musical child, a mathe- 
matician. Our job is to clear the 
road for whatever is coming and 
encourage each stage of growth. 

There's a fifth-grade boy on our 
street who spends all his spare time 
building huts. If nothing else is 
handy, cardboard and newspapers 
will do, but he prefers old bricks 
and lumber. His folks want him to 
be a doctor, but he insists upon 
playing builder. There’s nothing in 
his present love for building to as- 
sure us that he will still want to be 
a builder when he gets around to 
choosing his lifework. Nor any- 
thing to assure us that he won’t, 
either. The one thing that we can 
count upon is the damage his folks 
could do by checking the interest 
he has jus/ now in building. 


I have not been as successful as 
I might have been,” an artist I 
know once said, ‘because my folks 
were afraid I would starve if I tried 
to be an artist. What if I did? The 
hunger of the gnawing self is far 
sharper than that of the stomach.

times; sometimes it persists in one 
form or another through a lifetime. 
As long as an activity is not really 
harmful, it should be allowed to 
work itself out. 

lo be sure, many self-chosen 
activities do not develop into ca- 
reers. Sometimes the bent reaches 
its climax early and remains a hob- 
by. People with hobbies are happy 
people, and if a youthful interest 
leads to nothing else, it is still 
worthwhile. 

The way a youngster plays is 
often a key to the sort of man or 
woman he is going to be. The child 
who loses himself in play finds his 
real self, and we who look on can 
learn much that will help us help 
him. We can drop a hint now and 
then as to the rules of the game and 
the joy of playing it fairly. 

A friend told us not long ago, 
“Elaine has troubled me lately. 
You know she feels important be- 
cause she sells eggs from her chick- 
ens. Lately, though, she has been 
driving sharp bargains with her 
customers, not beyond the limits of 
hotiesty, but close to the edge of 
selfishness. I talked to her about it, 
and she said she would do what I 
said. 


Rinne to keep well inside our 
rights in the game is far better 
preparation for life than always 
standing pat on them. 

Help your children to play with- 
out interfering. Give them the toys 
and the tools they seem to need, 
and stand out of the way. Open the 
doors of your home to the neighbor- 
ing children, for from them comes 
the inspiration of companionship 
that fertilizes the growth of your 
own. Sharing is gaining, and shar- 
ing with the right sort of compan- 
ions is double gaining. 

Don’t worry if your child loves 
to play with what you may call 
trifles. As he plays, so he will work 
in matter and manner and spirit. 
Soon the play spirit that was in the 
beginning sufficient to itself changes 
to concentration of purpose. When 
that happens, your child will be a 
master of living.

It’s vital for the development of your infant’s body that he 


move about vigorously. Creeping and crawling is the perfect 


way for him to strengthen his back, abdomen, limbs 


. 
\e your baby creeps on all fours across the 


floor. it may seem more amusing than important. 
You think of his crawling as a mere stopgap be- 
tween sitting up and that momentous day when 
he rises to his feet. And you're right. He’s getting 
around the best way he can at the moment. 

The crawling stage introduces a problem, too. 
Now, Baby can get to the things that interest 
him, whether they're good for him or not. After 
a few moments of letting him scoot across a 
room, and snatching him away from danger or 
a treasure, you return him to his playpen, baby 
seat, or crib, so you can get some work done. 

But creeping and crawling is vital exercise for 
your infant. It gives him an unmatched oppor- 
tunity to develop muscles of his abdomen, back, 
shoulders, and thighs, as well as those of his low- 
er arms and legs. 

If he is in his playpen for-long periods during 
his waking hours, his room to roam is extremely 
limited. He is likely to sit down more than he 
crawls, and miss this muscle workout, or else try 


to pull himself up by the playpen railings before 
he is really ready to stand. 


Free-style progress 


Most babies creep or crawl in some fashion 
during the last quarter of their first year. Some, 
amazingly, get where they want to go in a sitting 
position. Others wiggle forward on their stom- 
achs. Some favor a camel walk, hands and feet 
on the floor, back humped. Hands-and-knees, of 
course, is one of the speediest crawls. Some babies 
crawl backward before mastering conventional 
forward motion. 

Whatever the style, all these methods require 
special exertion of the baby’s important trunk 
muscles. When Baby creeps on all fours, there's a 
reflex contraction of his abdominal muscles. At 
the same time, his back muscles are strengthened 

The spine of the infant before birth is a single 
curve. In the uterus, the fetus’ hands and knees 
are drawn up to his chin; he is “curled up like

After his birth, when the baby 
learns to lie on his stomach part of 
the time, lifting his head and 
thrashing out with his legs, his 
spine becomes straighter 

When he wiggles forward on his 
stomach, with head and chest 
raised, he helps his back muscles 
extend his spine into the arched 
curves of the more-adult human. 


Offer reward 


You can encourage your baby to 
crawl, if he isn’t so inclined, by 
frequently placing him on his stom- 
ach on the floor and leaving a col- 
orful or bright object in sight but 
out of his reach. Let him struggle 
to reach it, no matter how frustrat- 
ed his first efforts. If you sympa- 
thetically hand it to him, his incen- 
tive to crawl is gone. Even though 
he makes a strenuous swimming 
motion without getting anywhere, 
the effort is good for him. 

Physical development is not the 
only benefit your baby derives 
from ample opportunity to crawl. 
His mental growth is stimulated, 
too, by experiencing the “here” 
and the “there,” by satisfying his 
curiosity about the shape and feel 
of objects he sees. And he has an 
understandable sense of personal 
achievement when he is able to go 
from one spot to another under his 
own power, 


Special arrangements 

Your baby’s need to explore his 
world is so important that it’s 
worth your while to make arrange- 
ments for him to satisfy it. 

It’s true you can’t give him un- 
limited freedom to navigate where 
he will. But, to keep him in his pen 
or fastened in a chair for long 
periods is to hold back this stage of 
his development 

How, then, can you give him his 
chance to build muscle and brain, 
and manage vour household tasks, 
too? Some of your housework can 
be combined with Baby’s crawling

times. It isn’t easy to work with 
him underfoot, but he’ll never 
again pass through this particular 
age. You can always clean house. 

Dusting the furniture, running 
the dry mop over floors, straighten- 
ing and picking up can all be done 
while your youngster is scooting 
about on hands and knees. With 
the doors to hall and closets closed, 
he can stay in the bedrooms with 
you while you make the beds. 

Wastebaskets will be a sure-fire 
attraction for Baby. He’s bound to 
poke in them, tear scraps of paper, 
probably overturn the baskets; so 
the fewer papers in them, the better. 

Avoid throwing empty medicine 
bottles, broken glass, or any other 
dangerous objects in the waste- 
baskets. And caution other mem- 
bers of the family against dumping 
ashtrays into them. Else you'll be 
frantically digging into Baby’s 
mouth to retrieve shreds of tobacco 
from cigarette ends. 


Remove hazards 


Survey your rooms and clear 
them of breakable and hazardous 
things which are in reach of your 
litle explorer. Such objects which 
must remain in a room should be 
moved to higher spots. Move valu- 
able books to shelves above Baby’s 
reach. Substitute metal ashtrays 
for glass or china ones. Place some 
safe bric-a-brac like metal vases or 
plastic animals on the low shelves, 
so he can have the thrill of dis- 
covering them, crawling over, and 
handling them. Such “finds” 
should have no sharp corners or 
edges. Be sure lightweight tables 
and chairs are placed so the baby 
cannot pull them over on himself. 

Check your house for Baby’s 
safety. Lamp cords should be dis- 
connected and wound around their 
bases during the day. Electric out- 
lets near floors should have safety 
covers. Fasten screen doors when 
inner doors are open.

Let him learn 


Some parents make up _ their 
minds that Baby must learn not to 
touch household objects, and spend 
much time saying “No, no!” But 
your infant needs to handle and in- 
vestigate everything he safely can. 
You don’t want to deprive him of 
this privilege. Moving unsafe things 
to safe places is simpler anyway, 
and gives your youngster freedom 
to learn through his curiosity. 

On the low shelves of one of the 
cupboards store tin plates, pans, 
or plastic bowls—any utensils that 
Baby can handle. Leave the cup- 
board door open so he can play 
with these bright treasures. He'll 
bang them together, try his teeth 
on them, discover that one fits into 
another. He’s learning about space 
and shape. 

When Baby’s on the floor, it’s 
best to do only such food prepara- 
tion that requires no cooking. You 
don’t risk spilling hot liquids or 
foods on him, or having him touch 
a hot oven. 

Make certain the basement door 
is tightly closed that no 
operating electric fan, or any other 
equipment which could injure the 
baby, is on or near the floor. Dis- 
anvthing of this kind 
which cannot be moved to a safer 
place.

cause they are coughing or having 
chest pains and other symptoms.” 


Chest X-ray 

The value of periodic X-ray ex- 
amination of the chest——twice a 
year especially in men over 45 
was demonstrated by a recent mass 
X-ray study in Boston. Among the 
men aged 50 and over, the Boston 
study revealed 300 warning shad- 
ow “suspects” to every 100,000 
men surveyed, Among the men un- 
der 50, there were 30 suspects to 
every 100,000. 

One of six suspects in the men 
over 50 actually had lung cancer. 
In the under-50 male group, one 
out of 15 of the suspects had lung 
cancer, 

If treated promptly while still in 
the silent phase, lung cancer can 
usually be cured. If treatment is 
delayed for any reason until there 
are symptoms, probably more than 
90 percent are incurable. 

Once a suspicious shadow is 
found on a chest X-ray, immediate 
action is called for. Further tests 
are required to determine if the 
shadow is caused by early cancer ot 
by some other disease of the lung. 


Bronchoscopy 


In suspected lung cancer, the 
next step after the X-ray is bron- 
choscopy. In this procedure, which 
is accomplished with little discom- 
fort to the patient, a broncho- 
scope, a long metal tube about 14” 
in diameter, is passed down the 
throat, and the doctor can visual- 
ize passageways leading into the 
lung and snip off a little tissue for 
microscopic examination, 

A bronchoscope can overlook 
many lung cancers, particularly 
those beyond its reach in the upper 
lobes, but it is of value not only be- 
cause it can detect some lung can- 
cers, but also because considerable 
information can be obtained (by 
inspection of the trachea and other 
areas) in determining operability. 

A recent advance of considerable 
importance is the sputum test 
While not infallible, the test does 
indicate the presence of cancer in 
a high proportion of cases. The 
sputum test is easiest from = the 
standpoint of both the doctor and 
the patient. 

Another test is examination of 
secretions removed during bron- 
choscopy. Bronchial washings can 
be obtained by washing the bron- 
chus, draining the suspected tumor 
site with a salt solution, and then 
collecting the material 

While most medical reports in- 
dicate that the sputum test gives a 
positive diagnosis of lung cancer in 
40 to 65 percent of all cases, the ex- 
amination of bronchial washing 
has been more effective. In one re- 
cent series of 540 consecutive pa- 
tients with lung cancer, it per- 
mitted a positive diagnosis in 476, 
or more than 88 percent. 

More recently, experience in 320 
proved cases of lung cancer at the

University of California Hospital 
indicates that when an adequate 
number of sputum specimens (five) 
are examined, positive diagnoses of 
lung cancer can be obtained in ap- 
proximately 90 percent of cases 

Thus, in the very great majority 
of cases, once a suspicious shadow 
has been found on a chest film, 
relatively simple tests can show 
whether the shadow means cancer 
or something else 


Exploratory operation 


There remain, however, some 
cases in which the matter cannot 
be settled without an exploratory 
operation, The risk of such an ex- 
ploratory: operation is slight, and 
securing an accurate diagnosis does 
not require sacrifice of normal lung 
tissue. 

Even in those cases where the 
possibility of cancer can’t be ruled 
out without an exploratory opera- 
tion—and when, even then, some 
other condition besides cancer is 
found-—there’s a pay-off: the non- 
cancerous condition often requires 
surgery anyhow 


How does lung cancer start? 


Like cancer of any other organ, 
lung cancer starts when one of the 
millions of cells in the body under- 
goes some chemical change that 
leads to wild and unruly growth. 
Exactly how that happens is not 
fully known. 

Actually, according to some re- 
searchers, notably Dr. Harold P. 
Rusch and his colleagues at Mc- 
Ardle Memorial Laboratory for 
Cancer Research at the University 
of Wisconsin, cancer cells may very 
well arise spontaneously in the tis- 
sues of almost every organism, and 

at some time during its exist- 
ence—every form of life may bear 
some cancer cells. You, yourself, 
may have had a few in your body 
as a child or a young adult—-yet 
no tumor grew. 

There are, McArdle scientists 
believe, two stages in the growth 
of a potential tumor. The first be- 
gins with the cancer cell dividing 
several times and forming a micro- 
scopic cluster of cells. At this point, 
the future of the tumor hangs in 
delicate balance. So few cancer 
cells are present that they are 
more or less lost among the normal 
cells with which they have to com- 
pete for nutrients. Fortunately, the 
healthy cells win in the large per- 
centage olf cases 

But, sometimes the cancer cells 
may survive the struggle. A malig- 
nant cell or a few of its descendants 
may lie in normal tissue for long 
periods of time, waiting in ambush 
for an opportunity to get sufficient 
food to start growth Irritation 
may provide this opportunity 

Phe effect of irritation is prob- 
ably connected with the supply of 
blood. For irritation usually results 
in increased blood flow in order to 
provide a better food supply for in- 
jured tissues. Unfortunately, any 
beginning-cancer cells may take

Welders, cranemen, and derrick- 
men exposed to metals, firemen 
working with boilers, metal miners, 
and drillers and tool dressers in oil- 
drilling operations appeared more 
frequently in the series of cancer 
cases than in the other series. 

In one other recent study, the 
number of deaths from lung can- 
cer among chromate-plant workers 
was compared with figures on lung 
cancer in the general population. 
Lung cancer was found to be 16 to 
80 times more common in workers 
in certain chromate plants. Ap- 
parently, an occupational tumor 
hazard exists in chromate-produc- 
ing operations, and the chromate 
industry is developing methods to 
reduce exposure of personnel to 
fumes and dusts. 

Currently, at Los Angeles Hos- 
pital, scientists financed by the 
UL. S. Public Health Service are 
experimenting with 1,000 white 
mice who are living their lives en- 
tirely in “‘smog’”’ to see if it can 
cause lung cancer. The “‘smog”’ re- 
search may show within two years 
or less whether atmospheric pollu- 
tion might be a factor in lung can- 
cer’s rise over the last 20 years to 
one of the commonest forms of 


cancer. 
And at the Institute of Indus- 
trial Medicine of the New York 


University-Bellevue Medical Cen- 
ter, studies are under way to de- 
termine if there is any relation be- 
tween lung cancer and the exhaust 
fumes from gasoline, oil, and coal 


engines. 


Tuberculosis vs. cancer 


Another possible clue to lung 
cancer is also being explored. It 
has been noted that while cancer 
of lungs is increasing at a rapid 
rate, tuberculosis of the lungs is 
decreasing proportionately. Are 
the two situations related?

Right now, the cause of lung 
cancer has not been established 
scientifically. There may be more 
than one cause. It may take years 
to clarify the whole picture. But 
that does not leave you or me 
floundering helplessly 


Needless delay 


Unfortunately, 95 
lung cancers this year, at the going 
rate, will prove fatal. And _ the 
fault will be incredible apathy and 
delay. There will be procrastina- 
tion even when there are symp- 
toms, when the cancer has already 
progressed beyond the silent stage. 

Recently, a review of 150 cases 
of lung cancer appeared in the 
medical journal Diseases of the 
Chest, published by the American 
College of Chest Physicians. There 
was found to be a delay in diag- 
nosis of about 10.5 months from the 
onsei of symptoms. Exactly 6.4 months 
of this could be attributed to the 
doctor because of such factors as 
lack of suspicion of minor respira- 
tory symptomsand neglect toobtain 
a chest X-ray early in the illness 

Medical men have not tried to 
blink at the fact that too often in 
the past the doctor has been to 
blame for failure to detect lung 
cancer and to take prompt and 
proper steps. Just the reverse. In 


percent of 


the last few years, medical journals 
have been full of warnings and 
reports. There is now intense con- 
centration on the subject. It is 
the rare doctor today who has not 
been alerted to the fact that no 
longer can lung cancer be con- 
sidered an infrequent disease as it 
was once considered, nor can it be 
considered a hopeless one. An in- 
creasing number of physicians now 
have a high index of suspicion 
about lung cancer. Until proved 
otherwise, they consider it a pos- 
sibillty, especially in all men past 
40 who have had unexplained 
chest discomfort. And more and 
more doctors are urging their men 
patients past 40 to have chest X- 
rays every six months. 


It’s up to you 

But the first responsibility still 
rests with the patient. No other 
disease that kills so many, that is 
rampaging with such increasing 
fury, starts so humbly and meckly, 
producing even far less discomfort 
(in its first impact) than an ordi- 
nary cold. 

If you feel lethargic about rush- 
ing off for a thorough check at any 
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slight change in cough or seeming- 
lv mild, even vague chest discom- 
fort, it’s understandable. So, too, if 
you shrink from the bother and 
cost-—although both are slight—of 
twice-vearly chest X-rays 

Understandable—but if you're 
a man of 40 or more-——inexcusable

will come—and possibly even two 
miracles, 

loday, the battle against cancer 
is being fought on a tremendous 
SC ale 
patients are treated, but in more 
than 100 basic research laborato- 
ries across the country. The range 
of the work is vast. At just one in- 
stitute, for example, more than 400 
compounds found to damage can- 
cers in mice are being studied to 
determine which might be de- 
veloped into drugs for treatment of 
human cancer. At several others, 
experiments are going on with 
viruses that attack growing cells, 
in the hope that one can be found 
which will concentrate on cancer- 
ous cells and prove harmless to 
normal cells. 7 

At sull other research centers, 
scientists are trying to extract from 
living cells an agent whose normal 
job is to hold growth in control. 
They are trying, too, to create poi- 
sonous varieties of complex chemi- 
cals needed for growth, in the hope 
of fooling cancer cells into accept- 
ing these lethal substitutes so that 
they will commit suicide. And in- 
tense efforts are being made, too, to 
find a reliable blood or urine test 
which would show up cancer in its 
early stages and which would be 
simple to perform. 

Perhaps the day will come when 
there will be something as simple 
as a kind of ‘“‘Wassermann test” 
for cancer, and perhaps even an 
equally simple chemical cure. 

But the real and only cure for 
lung cancer today is a high index 
of suspicion. 

If you’re a man of 40 or more, 
you should have a routine chest X 
ray ¢xamination at least once and 
preferably twice a year. Any sus- 
picious sign on that X-ray should 
be thoroughly investigated. Unless 
the cause of the shadow can be 
definitely attributed to something 
else, cancer of the lung should be 
under suspicion. Scientists are busy 
in their laboratories, but unless 
you're busy being suspicious about 
yourself, you may never live to see 
the day when a simple cure for lung 
cancer is discovered.

You can use shellac as a floor or woodwork 
finish, and in many other home and furniture 
maintenance jobs. It’s quick drying and easy 


to handle, and it provides a protective finish 


By Walter E. Burton 





Diluting shellac. You can get shellac in 4- and 5-pound 
cuts in most stores. These different ‘cuts’? mean that 4 
or 5 pounds of dry shellac gum are dissolved in 1 gallon of 
pure denatured alcohol. This solution should be thinned 
by adding more alcohol, usually about half as much as there 
is of the stock solution for ordinary use. But some jobs spec- 
ify “1-lb. cut,” or a “3-lb. cut,’ or other dilutions. The 
picture shows general-purpose thinning, as 1 quart of 4-lb.- 
cut shellac and 1 pint of alcohol are mixed in a half-gallon 
pail. The table below includes some of the dilutions that can 
be made from stock shellac as sold by most paint stores: 


Table of shellac dilution 


Stock *“tcut”’ Cut” wanted Shellac Alcohol 
4-Ib 1-lb. 1 qt. 2 qt. 
4-lb 2-lb. 1 qt. 1% pt.

Starting, right, is step-by-step information about finishing 
floors with shellac. While directed to floor finishing, shellac 
can be employed for finishing woodwork, too. For wood- 
work, use a 2)%-lb. cut, and follow the same steps as for 
floors. For other jobs mentioned later in these illustrated 
directions, the dilutions required are specified in the in- 
structions for doing the work. 
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Finishing floors with shellac 





2. Preparing floor. Sand 
floor smooth with power sand- 
er or by hand, with grain, not 
across. For softwoods, start 
with No. '> sandpaper and 
finish with 2.0. For hard- 
wood floors start with No. 1, 
finish with 30 sandpaper. 

Remove all dust and gril 
with tack rag or cloth mois- 
tened with turpentine, Steel 
scraper will smooth the rough 
spots quickly. Paste filler ap- 
plied now will give a smooth 
finish on woods with an open 
grain (such as oak). 


3. Staining floor. Use wa- 
ter stain for color, Oil stains 
must dry at least half a day. 
Rapid-drying alcohol stains 
may show laps. Many floors 
are finished without stain, or 
are lightened by bleaching. 
White shellac preserves the 
natural color, while orange 
shellac darkens it. Blend the 
two for in-between effects. 
Sometimes shellac containing 
a pigment is used on floors. 
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1. A durable finish. Before 
finishing, you can fill nail 
holes and blemishes with a 
mixture of shellac and saw- 
dust, sifted through a fine- 
weave stocking or fine-mesh 
screen, Mix small amounts of 
this filler, for it dries quickly. 
Or you can use a commercial 
wood filler for the job. 

Pile up filler in hole, let dry 
thoroughly, and sand off level 
with floor. Large cracks be- 
tween boards can be filled 
with thin wood strips glued in. 








1. Applying shellac. Put on 
in thin coats, At least two 
should be brushed on: three 
are better; six produce finest 
work. A 3-lb. cut is satisfac- 
tory, but a thinner 2-lb. cut 
penetrates surface and be- 
comes part of it. 

New floors and stairs can be 
given a first coat, then pro- 
tected from the traffic of 
workmen with heavy building 
paper. Apply final coats when 
house is ready for occupancy,

If you prefer a more stable base, one that won't * 
heave in winter freezes, lay stones on sand. First exca- 
vate soil 10 inches deep and fill with 4 inches of crushed 
rock or gravel.

Little Mr. Gary O’Brien, our new grandson, has just arrived in our midst.

Donald and Janet brought him to visit us when he was just 2 weeks old 


Oct. 1 There are blooms as big as 
peonies on some of the roses today; 
though total number is less than 
normal, due to summer heat. 

Same sad weather has delayed 
the mums, so that the first bloom 
on these is just opening up. 

We managed to get by without 
an early frost last month, so the 
marigolds, zinnias, and other an- 
nuals make a brave show still. 

For supper tonight we had to- 
matoes, sweet corn, and bush beans. 
The corn is about gone, but a new 
crop of beans is just coming on. 

Down at Donald’s, lawnmaking 
is the big problem. He lives just a 
little way from us, in his own home. 

Due to the street in front being 
repaved and new curbing built, a 
strip about 5 feet wide between side- 
walk and curb needs to be filled in 
and seeded, 

He has ordered a load of topsoil 
from a nearby landscape nursery. 
He has been pruning his bushes, 
too, and digging out the stump of a 
tree that had died. 


Oct. 31 spread some bales of peat- 
moss on the rose beds. Then I gath- 
ered up and hauled to basement 
the wood that had enclosed the peat. 
It makes excellent kindling. 


@ect. 4 1 was Maggie who brought 
me the sad news. It did frost last 
night. Oh dear me—the zinnias are 
all gone. Those fine bush beans are 
all turned black» Tomatoes ditto. 

But the frost hadn’t harmed the 
mums, and I began to take color 
snapshots today of some of them. 

Also dug my sweet potatoes. This 
can be done just as soon as frost kills 
the vines. Got about a peck from 
that one little row of Jerseys. 


@ect. & Last evening, before I took 
off my work clothes, Maggie made 
me do a peculiar chore. 


We have a baby bed that hasn’t 
been used in our household since 
David grew too big for it. The other 
day Maggie and Donald brought 
this down from the attic and put it 
together. 

I was told to craw! back behind 
the wallboard, under the roof, and 
look for the spring. Got all covered 
with dust. 

These many days now, Maggie 
and Janet have been holding mys- 
terious conferences. They talk to 
each other by phone about every 
three hours. Some unusual sewing 
jobs have been going on. 


Oct. 7 At seven minutes past eight 
tonight, the phone rang. It was 
Donald—downtown at a hospital. 
He was all excited. Big news! 
Yessir, litthe Mr. Gary O’Brien 
middle name as yet unknown to 
me—has arrived in our midst. Mrs. 


Janet and Gary are doing fine, 


thank you. 

This marks the beginning of a 
new epoch—and the reason why no 
garden work was done tonight. 


Oct. @ Had my first view of young 
Master Gary tonight. I stood out- 
side a big window, while a nurse on 
the other side showed him to me and 
some of our friends. 

Gosh, aren't babies little. So tiny 
and helpless. 

At that moment, Donald arrived 
on the scene, going around like a 
windmill. 

“Hello, Grandpa,” said Janet, 
when I stopped in the room where 
she was. Folks had sent her flowers 
already——mums and a bouquet of 
roses——and presents for Gary. 

“Just wait,” I told Janet, “Ill 
give Gary a real present—a set of 
children’s garden tools just like the 
kind Donald used when he was lit- 
tle, Just think how he will help with 
our garden work at home.” 


Oct. 9 The other day I stopped to 
howdy with one of our local nur- 
serymen. He was bemoaning the fact 
that so many people who have new 
homes buy the wrong kind of trees. 

“They will get the fast-growing 
sorts, because they want shade as 
soon as possible,”’ he said. These are 
less expensive, too. But they are soft- 
wooded and not too satisfactory. 

“If people would only realize it,” 
said the nurseryman. “‘A slower- 
growing tree, planted right, well 
watered, and properly fed, will grow 
as fast as a fast-growing tree that gets 
only ordinary care.” 

He told me, too, that about half 
the sales of shade trees now are in 
larger sizes, with roots balled and 
burlapped. 

A favorite size is one with a trunk 
diameter of about 3 inches. The 
nursery will haul this toa home and 
plant it for a total cost of $50. 

In these central parts of U.S.A, 
such a tree can be moved any time 
from now on. 

One job tonight was to get out 
the garden tiller and cultivate as 
lightly as I could up and down the 
place where my choice collection of 
narcissus bulbs now reposes. 

I want to kill out weeds. I don’t 
want anything to interfere when 
flowers come up next spring. 


Oct. 11 Stopped at Donald’s today. 
He was still trying to dig out that 
stump. I told him he had better 
make the lawn and get in the seed. 

Home, I cut heads of sunflower 
seeds at the back and carried them 
to a bench on the rear lawn. The 
birds soon find them there.

Calvin Coolidge National Forest, 
a 5,000-acre woodland, camp, and 
picnic ground, is located 3 miles 
beyond Plymouth on State 100A, 
An alternate, shorter route north- 
ward to U.S. 4 is State 100 from 
Plymouth Union 

Reaching U 4 north of Ply- 
mouth, turn left to Rutland. At 
Sherburne Pass (2,190 feet) famous 
Long Trail crosses the highway. 

Otter Creek, on which the city of 
Ruuand is built, was once a main 
travel route for Indians and a 
haunt of the beaver which formed 
the bulk of the early American fur 
trade. 

If you want information, stop at 
the Chamber of Commerce in Rut- 
land, then continue through the 
city and 2 miles west on U, S. 4.

Then turn north 4 miles on State 







3 to Proctor, and follow the signs 2 ‘ 


which lead to the offices and cut- 

ting sheds of the Vermont Marble 

Company. Guides will conduct 

you through an exhibit of foreign 7 
and domestic marbles, presented 

free by the company in lieu of a 

visit to its quarries which are con- 

sidered too dangerous for visitors. 

Return to Rutland for your over- 

night stop. 

Third day. (74 miles.) Back on 
U.S. , drive north from Rutland, 
Vers rmont’s second-largest city. 

Brandon, 16 miles north, was 
called Neshobe until it was burned 
by Indians in 1777. The name 
Brandon was adopted when the 
town was rebuilt. Stephen A. 
Douglas was born in Brandon in 
1813, and you may visit his birth- 
place on Conant Square. You'll 
also enjoy the view of Neshobe 
Falls from the bridge over the 
Neshobe River. 

A turn right at Salisbury takes 
you to Lake Dunmore. At the north 
edge of the lake, Branbury State 
Forest Park offers picnic grounds 
and fishing and boating facilities. 
There are several good hiking 


trails to Ethan Allen’s Cave, Lana af A’ 
Falls, and an old Indian lookout, 
2,000 feet above the water. 

North on U.S. 7, you come to { ; 


Middlebury, with a population of 
3,614, the home of Middlebury 
College. It was founded in 1800, 
and is noted today for its English- 
and foreign-language summer 
schools, and for its graduate schools 
abroad. Middlebury’s First Con- 
gregational Church ranks with the 
one you visited in Bennington. 
From the church, angle left on 
Seymour Street to the U. 8S. Mor- 
gan Horse Farm (2 miles). Now op- 
erated by the University of Ver- 
mont, this farm was established to 
perpetuate the breed of horses orig- 
inated in 1789 by Justin Morgan. 
Rejoining U. S. 7 again, contin-

ue northward through Vergennes 
Here, on the banks of Otter Creek, 
an entire fleet of wooden warships 
was constructed in 40 days during 
the War of 1812. This fleet’s victors 
at Plattsburg established American 
control of Lake Champlain 

Fight miles north of Vergennes 
an exceilent gravel road suggests a 
trip to Mount Philo State Forest 
Park, with a paved road to the sum- 
mit. Facilities for picnicking, tent- 
camping, and hiking are here 

At Shelburne, turn left across the 
old covered bridge and visit the 
Shelburne Museum, to see an in- 
teresting collection of old buildings, 
shops, and the steamboat Ticon- 
deroga. There’s a small admission 
charge 

Burlington, on the shore of Lake 
Champlain, is Vermont's largest 
city. From Battery Park vou can 
look down over the busy lake front 
and across 9 miles of sparkling 
blue water to New York’s Adiron- 
dack Mountains. Here in this park, 
during the War of 1812, some 4,000 
troops were trained. From this 
point, on June 13, 1813, American 
guns beat off a threatened invasion 
by three British ships. 

Burlington’s highest ground is 
occupied by the campus of the 
University of Vermont. East on 
Colchester Avenue, in Green- 
mount Cemetery, vou'll see the 
graves of Ethan Allen and other 
Vermont notables. 

Winooski (Indian word meaning 
‘onion’’) is your destination for 
today. Predominantly an industrial 
center, Winooski was founded in 
1787 by Lra Allen and Remember 
Baker. They planned to use the 
water power from the Winooski 
River's falls nearby. 

Fourth day. (79 miles.) Spend 
most of this day either on or near 
Mount Mansfield. This peak, 
highest in Vermont, carries the 
outline of an upturned face. 

Begin your day driving east from 
Winooski on State 16, past the 
Fort Ethan Allen Military Reserva- 
tion, to Essex Junction. Turn south 
for '4 mile at the junction with 
State 116 to the Green Mountain 
hydro-electric plant and dam, 
where the Winooski River Gorge 
provides a choice bit of scenery. 

Between Essex Junction and 
Morrisville, again on State 15, stop 
frequently to admire the red-and- 
white farm buildings. Their prac- 
tical architecture—all buildings 
joined——makes winter chores easy. 

Between Cambridge and Jefler- 
sonville, you'll cross one of the few 
remaining double-covered bridges 
in the state. At the junction with 
State 100, turn off State 15 to drive 
south to Stowe. 

A major winter-sports center, 
Stowe is the eastern gateway to 
Mount Mansfield. Turn right on 
State 108 to the privately owned 
toll road which leads to the summit. 
Here, at the mountain's “‘chin,”’ 
ee the Lake of the Clouds and fol- 
low a trail into Cave of the Winds, 
which contains ice all vear. Also, 
from the summit, you'll see Lake 
Champlain and the Adirondacks 
to the west, Smuggler’s Notch to 
the north, and the White Moun- 
tains to the east. 

Returning to Stowe, rejoin State 
100, turning south to Waterbury.

Here you will join U. S. 2, turning 
left for the 11-mile drive to Ver- 
mont’s state capital. 

Montpelier, on the Winooski 
River, is as well known for its in- 
surance offices as Barre is for its 
granite quarries. Entering the city 
on State Street, you'll pass the 
birthplace of Admiral George 
Dewey (now a private home). The 
state capitol (to your left), built of 
native granite, is noted for the 
beauty of its senate chamber. The 
paintings in the Wood Gallery of 
Art are open to the public. North 
of the city (3 miles on Worcester 
Road) is the giant Wrightsville 
Dam, a federal flood-control proj- 
ect, 90 feet high and 1,500 feet long. 

Follow U. S. 2 and U. S. 302 to 
Barre (6 miles), your journey’s end 
for today. Guided tours are avail- 
able at the granite quarries, south- 
east of Barre, and the Vermont 
Maple Products Company, where 
you may see and sample the maple 
candies being manufactured. 

Two outstanding granite monu- 
ments, the Robert Burns Memorial 
on the high-school grounds and 
“Youth Victorious” in the city 
park, are worth a visit. Officials at 
the Chamber of Commerce infor- 
mation booth in the park will sug- 
gest other points of interest. 

Fifth day. (72 miles.) Five miles 
north of Barre on State 14 you re- 
join U. S. 2. Angling right at the 
junction, drive northeast toward 
Saint Johnsbury. Ahead are New 
Hampshire’s White Mountains. 
The “Onion” River parallels the 
highway. 

Three miles east of Saint Johns- 
bury, State 18 leads to the Con- 
necticut River, boundary between 
Vermont and New Hampshire 
from Quebec to Massachusetts. 

Littleton, New Hampshire, west- 
ern gateway to the White Moun- 
tains, was well known during the 
nineteenth century for the stereo- 
scopes and double photographs 
manufactured here. Glovemaking 
now is Littleton’s leading industry. 

Follow State 18 through Little- 
ton, and stay on it when it turns 
south 2 miles out of town. From 
here it is only 5 miles to Franconia, 
a resort village which was once the 
favorite of Hawthorne, Irving, 
Longfellow, Bryant, Whittier, and 
other writers. 

Three miles southeast of town, 
still on State 18, you'll come to 
Franconia Notch and the White 
Mountains National Forest. High 
up on Profile Mountain, as your 
highway curves south around 
Profile Lake, you'll see the best 
known of all New Hampshire's 
natural phenomena. Immortalized 
by Nathaniel Hawthorne in ‘The 
Great Stone Face,” the Old Man 
of the Mountains, which you see 
here, is the image of a human face, 
composed of three layers of granite, 
48 feet high from chin to forehead. 

Continuing down the Notch, 
you'll want to stop at the Basin, a 
huge granite cavity formed at the 
foot of a waterfall, close to highway 
on your right. A mile and a half 
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RESET toose CASTERS 
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farther south (on vour left) is the 
entrance to The Flume Gorge, a 
60-foot granite defile, the walls 
colored by moss, ferns, and tiny 
flowers. 

Take a bus from The Flume en- 
trance to Boulder Cabin, walk up 
the gorge to Avalanche Falls, re- 
turn to the cabin via Rim Trail 
You'll also want to visit The Pool, 
crossing the Pemigewasset River 
on a covered bridge supported by 
the uprooted trunk of Sentinel 
Pine. There's a small charge which 
covers both The Flume and The 
Pool, 

South of The Flume, you'll have 
an especially good choice of over- 
night accommodations. If you pre- 
fer a hotel to cabins or a motel, 
there's one with reasonable rates in 
Lincoln, 2 miles off U.S. 3 to your 
left. The Fay Wavyside Area (2 
miles south of The Flume) is an 
ideal spot for a family picnic. If 
you're equipped for camping out, 
retrace your route 3 miles to 
Lafayette Camp Ground, a state 
reservation near Profile Lake. 

Sixth day. (89 miles.) Turning 
northward, retrace the last 6 or 7 
miles of yesterday's driving to con- 
tinue north on U. S. 3 at Echo 
Lake. Mount Pemigewasset (to 
your left) profiles the Indian Head, 
another curious granite formation. 
A short distance farther, you'll turn 
left into a parking area at the foot 
of Cannon Mountain’s , Aerial 
Tramway. 

The tramway’s two cable cars, 
first opened to visitors in 1938, will 
carry you comfortably and safely 
to the summit in 8 minutes. From 
the tramway’s mountain station, 
guides will conduct you to the ob- 
servation platform where you can 
see Mount Lafayette and other 
mountains. Round-trip fare on the 
tramway is $1 for adults, 75 cents 
for children. 

Continue northeast on U. S. 3 
through White Mountains National 
Forest, past Gale River and Zea- 
land forest camps, to Twin Moun- 
tain. Leave U. S. 3 at this point to 
follow U. S. 302 for 5 scenic miles 
to Fabyan House, where a well- 
marked road angles left to the base 
station of the Mount Washington 
Cog Railway. Here you are con- 
fronted by the White Mountains’ 
Presidential Range, tallest of which 
is Mount Washington, highest 
peak in the northeastern United 
States (6,288 feet) 

The Mount Washington Cog 
Railway, built during the Civil 
War with private funds, has car- 
ried thousands of visitors up the 
mountain’s western slope without 
injury to a single passenger! The 
grade at times approaches 40 per- 
cent. July weather at the base 
Station November or 
December at the summit. 

Return to U.S. 302, and follow 
it south past the 1,000-foot Silver 
Cascade on Mount Webster. Craw- 
ford Notch State Park offers vou 
facilities for camping, fishing, hik- 
ing, and picnicking 

At Glen, turn left on State 16 
and drive 16 miles north through 
Pinkham Notch to Glen House. 
You can drive your own car up the 
eastern slope of the Presidential 
Range, along the Mount Washing- 
ton toll road. Or you can take a 
bus.

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From Glen House, turn back 
south again on State 16. You'll 
want to stop briefly at the Glen 
Ellis Falls parking area (on your 
right). Walk east, under the high- 
way, and a short distance into the 
woods at the foot of Mount Wild- 
cat. Here, the twisting, swirling 
waters of Ellis River tumble 70 
feet into a deep pool, 

Spend tonight at North Conway, 
where you'll find good accommo- 
dations and several excellent eat- 
ing places. While here, be sure to 
follow the signs leading east to the 
skimobile, 150 miniature, rubber- 
tired cars which carry visitors to the 
2,000-foot summit of Cranmore 
Mountain. 

Seventh day. (94 miles.) State 
16 curves westward and _ passes 
through one of New Hampshire's 
finest old covered bridges near 
Conway. Southwest of Conway 
you'll pass the Pea Porridge Ponds 
and Bona and Chocorua lakes. 

At Chocorua you may elect to 
turn right on State 113, passing 
through Tamworth to join State 25 
at Whittier. If you prefer, you can 
continue south on State 16 to West 
Ossipee and White Lake State 
Park, then turn west on State 2 
There’s a fine beach at the park, 
with facilities for fishing, boating, 
hiking, and picnicking. 

State 25 takes you to Lake 
Winnipesaukee, 22 miles long and 
from 1 to 10 miles wide. This is 
New Hampshire's best-known lake- 
resort area. If a boat trip appeals 
to vou, there’s a scheduled one that 
will take you some 60 miles in and 
out among the lake’s 300 islands 

Lake Winnipesaukee—300 feet 
deep in spots—oflers fine fishing 
It’s only 49 miles from Meredith to 
your overnight stop in Concord. 

At Meredith, rejoin U.S. 3, and 
follow that highway south through 
Laconia to Franklin. State 127, a 
mile south of Franklin, angles right 
3 miles to the cabin where Daniel 
Webster was born on January 18, 
1782. 

The State House of New Hamp- 
shire stands almost exactly in the 
center of Concord. Approaching 
the capitol, you'll see bronze 
statues of Franklin Pierce, Daniel 
Webster, John P. Hale, and John 
Stark. 

You'll enter the capitol through 
the Hall of Flags, containing colors 
and other relics of the state’s 
military forces since the time of the 
Revolution, Representatives’ Hall, 
on the second floor, houses the 
largest state legislative body in the 
nation (424 members) 

Eighth day. (114 miles.) Before 
leaving Concord, decide whether 
New Hampshire's coast line is to be 
included in today’s driving. If you 
choose to visit Portsmouth, with its 
many fine colonial homes, take U.S 
4 east from Concord, and follow 
State 1A south along the ocean, al- 
most to the Massachusetts border 
Then take State 107 and 111 west- 
ward again to Nashua. Total driv- 
ing distance is 114 miles. 

If you want to pass up the sea- 
coast, proceed directly south on 
U.S. 3 to Nashua, only 38 miles. As 
a third alternative, you may wish to 
drive west on State 103 to Mount 
Sunapee State Park, then back- 
track northward to visit the St

Durham, now the home of the 
University of New Hampshire, was 
frequently subjected to brutal In- 
dian attacks during King Philip's 
War, and was burned with the loss 
of more than 100 lives in 1694.

At North Rye Beach, 
you'll have time for a brisk round 
of golf at the Abenaqui Golf Club, 
a bit of ocean fisning at Rye Harbor 
State Park, or a picnic at Hampton 
Beach. 

Take any one of several good, 
unnumbered roads west from State 
1A to U.S. 1, and at Seabrook take 
State 107 west to Kingston. Here 
you will join State 111, which takes 
you southwest to your overnight 
destination at Nashua. Be sure to 
visit the Benson Wild Animal 
Farm, 3 miles east of Nashua, near 
Hudson. 

Ninth day. (69 miles.) Nashua, 
with an abundance of water power 
from its two rivers, has become 
New Hampshire’s second-largest 
city. Its factories manufacture a 
variety of products—-shoes, woolen 
blankets, cutting tools, machinery, 
and paper commodities. 

Inquire at the Nashua Chamber 
of Commerce for tours through the 
factories and other interesting 
places. 

From Nashua, take State 101A 
northwest to Milford, where State 
101 leads west to Peterborough. 
MacDowell Road, angling north- 
west from Main Street, suggests a 
visit to the MacDowell Colony for 
musicians, writers, and artists. 

Peterborough in the 1840s was a 
center of Mormonism. Brigham 
Young preached here, drawing 
great crowds from the surrounding 
country. Here he was elected to 
leadership following the murder of 


Joseph Smith at Carthage, Illinois, 


in 1844. More than a hundred 
citizens of Peterborough followed 
Brigham ‘Young westward, and a 
young Peterborough lady became 
his thirteenth wife. 

You will want to visit Peter- 
borough’s Goyette Museum of 
Americana. Its extensive antique 
collections and authentically re- 
constructed shops are particularly 
interesting. 

Then drive south on U.S. 202 to 


Jaffrey, and follow the very well- 


marked but unnumbered road 
leading southwest to the inspira- 
tional Cathedral of the Pines, near 
Rindge. 

Here, with organ music, you'll 
visit a tranquil, outdoor place of 
worship, established as a World 
War II memorial by the parents of 
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Vermont and New Hampshire

Lieutenant “Sandy” Sloane, who 
lost his life in the air over Germany 
in 1944. The altar and lectern are 
constructed of rocks from every 
state and many of them come from 
foreign battlefields 

At Jaffrey, take State 124 north- 
west through Monadnock State 
Park, a good place for camping, 
picnicking, and hiking. You'll also 
find a toll road leading north to the 
3,165-foot summit of Mount Mon- 
adnock. Seven miles ahead, at 
Marlboro, rejoin State 101 for the 
7-mile drive to your destination at 
Keene. 

Tenth day. (62 miles.) As you 
drive west of Keene, State 9 takes 
you past woolen mills and other 
factories which line the banks of the 
Ashuelot River. 

Nineteen miles southwest of 
Keene, leave New Hampshire 
State 9 and cross the Connecticut 
River into Vermont. Before turn- 
ing south on U.S. 5 to Brattleboro, 
you may wish to drive 1 mile north 
and 2 miles west for a glimpse of 

Naulahka,” once the home of 
Rudyard hipling. 

Returning to U.S. 5 again, drive 
south to enter Brattleboro. There 
you can visit the factories of an 
organ company founded more than 
a century ago, where you'll see 
some of the finest organs being 
built for churches and_ private 
homes. 

Brattleboro was for many years 
the home of the sculptor Larkin 
Mead. In All Soul’s Church you'll 
see a marble copy of his ‘‘Record- 
ing Angel.” This subject, first done 
in snow on a Brattleboro street 
corner on New Year’s Eve, 1856, 
resulted in recognition for Mead. 
His statue of Ethan Allen in the 
state capitol at Montpelier later 
made him famous. Mead also did 
a copy of the Allen statue, which 
is now in Statuary Hall of the Cap- 
itol in Washington, D. C. The 
figure of Ceres, which you saw 
crowning the dome of Vermont's 
State House in Montpelier, is his 
work, too. 

Driving west from Brattleboro 
along the Molly Stark Trail (State 
9) you'll climb slowly through a 
series of fragrant, pine-forested 
hills. Near the 2,438-foot summit 
of Hogback Mountain, your high- 
way reaches its highest point at a 
broad switchback, where you can 
look far to the south across a wide 
sweep of pine-covered mountains 
into Massachusetts. This same 
range of hills was the early home of 
Brigham Young, leader of the Mor- 
mons, whose birthplace was Whit- 
ingham, near Sadawga Lake, 9 
miles southwest. 

Your tour of the Green Moun- 
tain and Granite States is nearing 
its close now, as your highway leads 
westward through Woodford, Ver- 
mont’s highest village. In a few 
minutes you'll recognize the famil- 
iar, tapering lines of Bennington’s 
Battle Monument—that’s where 
you “‘came in,”

Make a desk with a file cabinet. A desk should be about 29 
to 30 inches high, or 3'% inches lower if you're using it only 
for typewriting. Some file cabinets are tall enough, so you 
won't have to raise them on a base. 

But if cabinets are too low, build them up with a decora- 
tive frame like this. Attach the desk top (this could be a 
flvieh doer) to a brace firmly anchored to the wall. 





For a real eye-stopper of a desk, use a flush door combined 
with a pair of file cabinets. ‘To make desk top right height, 
add angle irons cut to add the additional height you want. 
Set angle irons well inside ends of door so they won't be 
seen, To keep door from shifting, cover tops of files with 
corrugated rubber matting attached with rubber cement.
